WY BIS Coristians Keep the First, 


stead of the Seventh Day of'| * 


the Week, as the Sabbath ? 


The answer to this question is important 
because it is needed, not only to silonce 
the objections of those who either contend 
for seventh day observance, or reject a 
Sabbath altogether ; but also to confirm 
many Ohristians, who, while observing the 
first day, doubt the propriety of the change. 
We are benct on the one hand by Jows, or 
Judaizers, who assert that wo are breaking 
the fourth commandment, and on the other 
by Seoularists, who press the want of 
sanction for such a Sabboth as wo keep, 
and asa result some are found desiring a 
return of the soventh day, and others, 
Whose only reply to an objector is an ap- 


peal to human custom or authority. It is’ 


manifestly desirable, then, that we should 
both answer the question before us and 
give some attention to tha objections se 
strongly urged by those “of the contrary 
part.” It will be moat to our purpose to 
deal first of all with the charge of breaking 
the fourth conimandmoent, for if it can be 
shown that the difficulty raised here is 
only a seeming one, we shall not find much 
after that to hinder us in reaching the con 
clusion of the matter. It will bo necessary 
for us, at the outset, to examine carefally 
this commandment tlat we are charged 
with breaking, and 1 think we ehall find 
something there, which seems entirely to 
escape the notice of the literalists, who so 
sternly arraign us. Wereai: ‘‘Remem- 
ber the Sabbath day to keep it holy. . Six 
days shalt thou labor and do all thy work, 
but the seventh day isthe Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God, init thou shalt not do any 
work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, 
‘nor thy manseryant, nor thy maideservant, 
nor thy cattle, nor the stranger that ia 
within thy gates, for in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and rested the seventh day; 
wherefore the Lord blessed the Sabbath 
day and hallowed it,” Now, it will be ap- 
parent to the careful reader that the stress 
of the commandment is laid upon the Sab- 
bath, or firat day, and not on the seventh 
day of the week; that is,the division of time 
is relative rather,than absolute—it enjoins 
six days of labor and one of rest, instead 
of constituting six days common and one 
holy. We are distinctly told to ‘‘ Romem- 
ber the Sabbath day,” not the seventh day 
of the week as such, to ‘keep it holy” ; 
and it is affirmed that ‘‘ the Lord bleased 
the Sabbath day and hallowed it’ Now I 
am notin this trying to make it appear 
that the seventh day was not to be kept— 
was not set apart by God under the old 
covenant—but in reply to the literalist we 
are justified in pressing the whole teaching 
of tne letter of the Fourth Commandment. 
And when we note further that in Exodus 
the example of Jehovah, and in Deuterono- 
my the Redemption of Israel from bondage, 
are given 48 the reasons for remembering 
and observing the Sabbath, we shall be 
prepared to adyance confidently another 
step jq the discussion respecting the Ohris- 
tian’s observance of ‘‘the letter,” As we 
spproach the study of the New Testament 
with the words of our Saviour before us, 
** The lotter killeth, but the Spirit giveth 
life,” we can discoyer the bearing of such 
passages os Colossians ii, 16, 17, and Ro- 
mans xiv. 5,6 The first of these, (‘‘ Let 
no man therefore judge you in meat or in 
drink, or in respect of a feast day, ora new 
moon, or & sabbath day: which are a 
shadow of things to come, but tho body is 
Christ’s’’), teaches this much at least, that 
the Qhristian was not under obligation to 
observe the seventh day, called the Sabbath, 
in the New Testament ; and also bidding 
him look for something, a substance ot 
which it, the Jewish Sabbath, was only the 
shadow, Tho second passage (‘One man 
estoometh one day above another ; another 
esteoemeth ovory day alike; let each man 
be fully assured ip his own mind ; he that 
regardeth the day, regardeth it unto the 
Lord”), teaches that in whatsoever he does 
Ohrist is the Christian’s law ; so that in 
observing o day it must be observed ‘to 
the Lord,’’—‘‘as being pot without law to 
God, but under law to Uhrint (1 Cor. ix. 21); 
and ‘‘ the Son of man is Lord alo of the 
Sabbath.” We are justified in saying that 
the Christian is not bound by the letter ot 
the fourth commandment, as urged by ad- 
vocates uf seventh day obseryance, It isa 
part of an incomplete reyelation, not abyo- 
gated indeed, but fulfilled, aapplemented, 
transcended by the truth which came by 
Jesus Obrigt, When we keop another day 
then in the gpirit of the fourth command- 
ment, fultilling the real force of its teach- 
jngs, we are not transgressing the com- 
mandment of God, are not guilty of lawless- 
ness, but are simply adyancing with tho 
trath which He Himevlf has given wa in 
His fon. Weare not aptting the new 
in opposition to the old, but in this re- 
spect are simply taking up the now because 
the old has served its purpose, and gives 
place to ‘‘ the better things” of the new. 
No doubt the intensity of feeling some- 
times manifested on this subject is the 
result of o misunderstanding af the 
point just referred to, Phe perverse Jow, 
or Judaigor, clings ta the old and rejects 
the new, making Jesus opposed to Jehov- 
ah; and theignorant, zeal-without-know- 
ledge Obristian, contemptuously despising 
the old, really sete Jesus before Jehoveh. 
It is the rock upon which many contro- 
versialiste eplit, making things appear in 
opposition, that, better known, are sure to 
be different aspects of the same thing, 
The enlightened Christian and Jew alike, 
perceiving that the Jehovah of tho old and 
the Jesus of the now are one, and as Jesug 
ia the fuller, clearer revelation of God, 
‘whom no man hath seg at aby time,” 
so the now is the fullor, cloarer truth of 
one God, who also spoke in the old, and 
that truth tho necessary and legitimate 
outcome of the old, As the last will, duly 
signed and sealed, supersedes all previous 
teataments, without thereby attainting their 
contents, so does the last, the Now ‘Toata- 
mont, confirm to the heirs of God every 
rivilege of the inhoeritange, withoug touch. 
a the patie or jessoning tho import of 
the old wi h those to whom it was given, 
He, having removed this difficulty, we 
now somo to considor the inquiry proposed 
at.tho boginning, ‘‘ Why do wo koop the 
first day of the week?’ Woe pointed out In 
sssing that in Exodus tho oxample of 
vohovah, in resting from his labors, is 
yiyon as the reason why the Toraclites 
should remombor the Sabbath day to keop 
it holy ; and also that in Pouteronomy the 
redemption from bondage is given as tho 
riagon'for the samo thing. With these 
two hints, thon, to gaide us, we shall be 
prepated fo un etetend the force

« Sabbath keeping) to the people of God.” 
Now, os is well pointed out in the article 
by Dr. Arnot, of Chicago, from which the 
main line and substance of this argument 
have been drawn, the peculiar word hero 
used, while undoubtedly referring to the 
Sabbath of Eternity, seems intended to 
conyey an allusion, and suggest a type, to 
that heavenly rest, Hight times in the 
immediate context ‘‘Kstapausis” (or its 
vorb) is used to designate the rest of 
which he has been speaking; but in closing 
the argument, he used this significant word, 
Sabbatismos, as if to make a link of con- 
nection between the Father's rest, and the 
new first day rest of the Son. The eternal 
rest must not be without its earthly and 
visible type. That cannot be Canaan, nor 
the Jewish Sabbath to us, for we are re- 
leased from its observance, what else re- 
mains but the day that commemorates the 
Lord’s rest from His redeeming work! 
And surely, if the rest from the creation of 
the universe were worthy to be commem- 
orated in a day of memorial, well might 
the infinitely grander work of Redemption 
find its memorial in the Day, that eaw the 
Lord (having finished his work) rise in 
glory from the tomb! It will now be in order 
for us to sustantiate the argument 
from both scriptural and historical « facts 
bearing out this conclusion. Not only was 
the first day of the week signalized by our 
Lord’s resutrection, but by frequent ap- 
pearances to the disciples, and by the 
beatowal of the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
John xx,, 22, 23. ‘* On eight days after” 
the first day of the aucceeding week, He 
Appeared to them again, not having been 
seen during the interval, and thus setting 
an example, which, it cannot be denied, 
they followed. On the first day of the 


woek the disciples at Troas came together 


to break bread (Acts xx., 7), and on *the 
first day of the week the churches of Galatia 
aud Corinth were commanded to lay aside 


their charitable contributions, as, no doubt, 
the Apostle taught in other churches and 


places ; and this day in the Apostle John’s 
time had come to be known as ‘‘the Lord's 


day,” (evidently distinct from ‘‘the Day of 
the Lord”), and that only as it was com- 


monly applicable to the day of rest. on the 


first day of the week. ‘The fact tW&t there 
1s no direct command to observe the Lord’s 
day amounts to less than nothing. What 
of the observance of the seventh day until 
Sinai} To have given a commandment 


would only have embittered the Jews, and 


engendered a fiercer atrife between the 
contending parties that so constantly were 
found in opposition in the early ghurch, 
Are we not justified in conclifding that the 
Lord’s example was sufficient, and that He 
wisely left it to the love, which would walk 
* even as He also walked,” to settle the 
question? And we learn from history that 
this was what ocourred. Strict Jews at 
first observed the seventh day, many ob- 
served both the seventh and the first, while 
the Gentiles obserrcd only: the first ; bat 
gradually the keeping of the firat day be- 
came all but uniyersal, although there was 


nover attached ta.it that strictness appor- |, 


taining to the Jewish Sabbath, and legal 
enactments were passed to make its ob- 
seryance more ‘binding—i, e. upon the 
people at large—when Christianity became 
the recognized religion of the State. 
There is tnabroken historical testimony 
of the observance of the first day all 
down through the early history of the 
church; and those who spend their 
time sevking to make history teach the 
contrary, notably by saying that had it not 
been for the decree of Canstantine, seventh 
day obgeryance would atill prevail, are only 
garhbling the record, and wasting time in 
maintaining that view of the case. To sum 
up then—the Christian is not bound by the 
letter of the fourth commandment, as to 
the seyenth day of the week, but by tho 
principle or spirit of that commandment to 
observe a day of rest. And this is recognized 
also in that remarkable utterance of Ohrist 
“The Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the Sabbath,” for since man’s good 
is that which detormined the obaracter of 
the day appointed of old by God (and all 
history teaches its necessity to man), so 
dooa man’s highest good demand atill a 
rest day frea from ordinary occupation, 
whereon ho may attain that endin worship- 
ping God and seking a knowledge of divine 
thinge; euch arest day we have not regu- 
lated by Jewish tradition, but by the word 
and example of the Lord, whereon we may 
seok and obtain the true rest through faith 
in Jesus Vhriat. Love for God and for 
man, unite in establishing its necessity,and 
he who seys ‘away with the Sabbath,” is 
an enemy of God, and a traitor to hia race. 
Wa observe the first day of the week after 
the example of our Lord, because of His 
redemption rest on tho resurrection day, 
the remembrance of which lifts man’s 
thoughts up to the only true reat, the rest 
from sin through cleansing in the blood, 
and for which praise and worship of spirit 
and truth are ever due, And is it not in- 
teresting to note, that the seventh day of 
creation, is the paradisaic ficst day of man, 
‘And ‘what more becoming than that He 
who bestows upon ua ** tho oarnest of tho 
inheritance” the true ‘ Paradise regained,’ 
should alao, seatore the day that commemor- 

tea aur, entrance thoreinto, as the day to 
bo observed to the end of the age by His 
own,

The Herald, then, has beea guilty of a 
superficial, if not an illogical, assertion in 
this instance, its prateabout a tax upon 
education and intelligence having no 
foundation except in the fancy of a super- 
ficial critic, who wished to conceal his lack 
of knowledge or disregard for truth with 
a rhetorical flourish. 


Repeal of the Stamp Jax. 


One of the most popular acta of the Gov- 
ernment isthe removal of the stamp tax 
upon promissory notes and bills of ex- 
change. This impost hasin the past been 
@ nuisance of so pronouuced a character, 
having given rise to o large amount of 
litigation and to annoyance and in some 
instances to fraud upon unsuspecting per- 
sons, and its burden, besides, having 
fallen upon the borrowers, that we are glad 
the Government have been enabled to 
dispense with the revenue raised from so 
unpopular a source, The _ Montreal 
Gazette remarks on the subject: — 

In his budget speech yesterday, Sir © eonard 
Tilley pronounced,on behalf of the Governme t, 
a po ley in relation to two subjects which cannot 
faa] so mect with the hearty and warm appro- 
bation of the people of this country. In accord- 
ance with the petitions of the Board of Trade 
of Canada, and in conformity with the desire of 
the merchantile community generally, the Gov- 
eroment has decided to abolish the stamp tax 
on promissory notes and bills of exchange. 
This action involves aloss to whe revenue of 
some two hundred thousand dollars annually, 
but, looking to the large surplus which has ac- 
crued under the National Policy tariff, and the 
opportunity which thus arises for mitigating 
the taxation of the people, there will be an unani- 
mous opinionon the partof the commercial 
community that noimpost could be removed 
to better advantage to the country at large than 
this ular stamp tax, and they will be most 
heartily glad tbat the Government has seen its 
way to this modification of the taxes, and we 
are sure that our congratulations will be widely 


Editorial Brevities, 


In the brief discussion in the Legislature 
on the Hospital Lot Bill, Mr. Fraser as- 
sumed too much when he assumed that the 
people of the city favor sale of the Hospital 
lot. The contrary ia the truth, the great 
majority of the people looking upon the 
sale of the property as an act of spoliation, 
and as beyond the power of the Legislature 
to grant. Ifthe matter were put to the 
popular vote, Mr, Fraser would find him- 
self vastly mistaken. What the people 
really desire in this matter that is one of 
the sites for an hospital approved of by the 
Government Inspector should be purchased 
and placed under the control of the 
Woman's Obristian Association, and that a 
grant liberalin amount should be made 
towards the erection of an hospital and 
home by the Association. 


During the past fiscal year the Govern- 
ment paid out $9,612,474 on capital ac- 
count, which was met by $4,132,743 of 
surplus rovenue, $4,783,715 deposits in 
savings banks, and $1,000,000 increase in 
Dominion note circulation. Thus no loan 
was made during the year beyond the re- 
coipts from deposits, and on the whole, al- 
though over $3,000,000 were expended on 
necessary public works, the rate of interest 


was leas, owing to excellent management, 


than during the previous year,

Miss Gray is a very handsome young wo- 
man, and hed a number of admirers among 
the young mon with whom sho had become 
acquainted, She is only 21 years of age. 

Mr, Titus is accompanied by a young 
lady named Thorne, who is well acquainted 
with Miss Gray.

Tho annual report of the Secretary of 
State for the year ending Decomber 3let, 
1881, contains the following matters of 
interest :—A schedule of addresses and 
orders of Commons passed last session ; 227 
returns voted, 147 brought down, contain- 
ing 6,692 pages of foolscap. In the Senate 
18 returns of 822 pages were brought down. 
There were besides brought down 15 re- 
turns of 1,346 pages ordered in the previous 
session. 11,087 letters, potitions, o., 
were received and 7,520 sent out by the 
Department, During the yoar 28 charters 
of incorporation by letters patent were 
granted, with four supplementary patente, 
There were received for charters $2,700, 
commission $4753, other seryices $786. 
There were recorded 161 commissions, 45 
proclamations, 33 charters,33 warrants, 292 
bonds, 65 surrenders, and other documents, 
amounting in all to 718, The Canada 
Gazette, ot which 1,283 copies are issued 
as against 1,240 in the previous year, cost 
$3,467 as against $6,672 in the previous 
year.

From the Calf to the Cow. 

It can bo shown cénolusively that a cow 
can be raised for leas money thaa one’éan be 
bought, and just as certainly that ono can 
raise a better cow than one oan buy, This 
should be obvious at the first thought, becanso 
no man will soll-a thing—eyen a oow—for leas 
than it costa him, and if ono man ona pro- 
duce a cow for a cortain profit another man 
should ;and’also whon a dairyman given his 
mind tothe improvement of his stock by 
selcoting the best and breeding carefully he 
caonot fail to produce better cows than ano- 
ther man who morely takes ordinary care—or 
let us say oxorcises Ordinary carelessness—in 
raising his calves. A calf is to bo considered 
and thought of and prepared for before it is 
brought into the world, and perhaps the most 
important part of the business of rearing good 
cows is that preliminary to the birth ‘of the 
calf—its breeding. in fact, For if the stock 
is poor to begia with the produce will be 
poor; but if one has put poor cows, and will 
yet soleot the best and take especial eare with 
the produce of those ho cannot fail to effect a 
great improvement in the course of time and 
With patience and porsistonce, But how 
much time is saved by making a good begin- 
ning—and to begin well should be the aim of 
every owner of cows, The first step in. im- 
proyiog a dairy herd is the introduction of a 
good bull, selected for its inuerited dairy 
qualitioa, Then ono has a good foundation to

pacity and capability of milk and batter pro- 
duction must be included, are also ipherited 
from the dam. ‘The training of a p egnant 
@5w is therefore of importance as affectibg the 
value of ali desirable qualities of thu pro- 
geny. And this;point should bo well consid- 
ered in the general treatment ef the dam, 
Persistent milking ia one of the best quali- 
tios of a cow ; rich and copious milking is an- 
other, and these may be encouraged in a cow 
by liberal feeding up to within six weeks of 
thé time of oslving,—up to which ‘timo, too, 
‘the milk ehould be drawn, or even coaxed, 
from the cow, if only a pint can be had, Da- 
ring this interval the feeding should be euch

'This training is therefore valuable phyeicslly, 
a» well as effective ia formiog the disposition 
of the cow. 4 young acimal thus educated 
comes to tho pail without any trouble; she 
knows her business. and there is no fright or 
nervousness when her accustomed attendant 
removes her calf and begins to milk her, 

A calf shonid be removed frem the dam be- 
fore it has sucked, or at least after the 
fourth day, when the milk comes t») its ordi 
mary quality, Itis a doubtful point whether 
it is well to permit the calf to suck at all or 
not but this relates more to the cow than the 
calf, aud may be left out of preseat consider 
ation, The whole milk should be given to 
the calf up to the time when it ia fit for use 
in the dairy andis set for cream, A calf 
does not require cresm; milk alore con. 
tains évery necessary element for the growth 
and healthfulness of the calf. It may be 
that the oream of the new milk exerts ao 
mechanical effect upon the milk when itis 
cnrdled in the oalf’s stomadb, formin: aa it 
does a vast number of minute oi y particles in 
the ourd, which, when they are dissolved out 
of the rfiasr, leave it more porous in texture 
and more easily acted upon by the solvent 
juice of the stomach. Byt as calves havo 
been raised with perfect success.on skimmed 
milk from the time when thoy were five days 
old, this question does not seem to have any 
important significance, A strong, bony 
frame, a perfect muscular dovelopment, and 
alarge capacity for digestion and assimilation 
are tho chief requisities for a dairy cow, and 
a liboral supply of warm akijamed’ milk will 
nndoubtedly produco allthese, At first the 
mother’s milk only should bo given, or st 
least that from a freshoow. The milk from 
a cow long since oalved will alwaya be found 
indigestible at first for a young calf, and if it 
is given freely produces diarrbms. The 
milk should be warmed to its natural tem- 

erature, which is abot G8 dez, It should 

ool hot to the finger, but not more than a 
comfortable heat. Tbis is more important in 
the Winter time than in warm weather. Ina 
butter dairy tho skimmed mi k can ‘be fed to 
calves more protitably than to pigs, and it 
will bo a wiso thing to do for a dairyman to 
be on tho lookout for any choice and promis« 
ing hoifer calves that an be picked up from 
noighbors or rescued from the butcher, a), 
though they may be but afow days old. It 
frequently ocouts that a weok-old oslf can be 
purchased from porsons who cannot raiso it 
fora trifling sum, and such opportunitics 
should be availed of. 

"A oalf should haye ag much milk ag it will 
take comfortably. A 4 monthe old calf will 
somotimes take 10or oven 12 quarta of milk 
a doy and d» well on it, So long a» it is 
doing well and growing and the milk is to 
spare tho calf shovld have it, even up to tho 
ago of 6 months. The milk ho'ps to oxpand

The Steel Association Projects. 
If-Mr. T. G, Lisll, the President of the 
Steel Association of Ontario, did not suo- 
oved in fayorably impressing tho people of 
the city in general and the Oommittee 
appointed to confer with him as to the 
terms upon which the Company would 
locate their plant here in partioulor, he 
made one notable convert in the person of 
Mr. Jacob Cronk, This gentloman is pretty 
well known as the owner of a large quantity 
of real estate in tho city ; he is reported to 
be possessed of a good deal of money ; but 
heretofore he has generally set himself 
against everything that the great majority 
of the citizens uf Belleville considered 
would be in the public interest. Mr. 
Cronk is also known as the occasional 
author of letters to the press, which are 
usually marked more atrongly by vigor of 
expression than by politeners, and it is ip 
this latter capacity that we have to deal 
with him at present. That such a man as 
Mr. Cronk should haye been favorably 
impressed with Mr, Hall's scheme, and that 
he should rush into print and plainly in- 
sinuate that the gentlemen composing the 

Committee were corrupt, is astonishing. 
The INTELLIGENCER has advocated every 
legitimate scheme which promised to be 
beneficial to the city. Some of these have 
‘been carried out and some have not, and 
of the latter class are those for the manu- 
facture of iron and of steel. And now, as 
heretofore, we are disposed to urge the 
greatest possible liberality towards the 
promoters of any well-digested, feasible 
scheme for the establishment of either or 
both of these branches of manufacture 
here. But we cannot agree with Mr. 
OUronk that Mr. Hall’s scheme was en- 
titled to favorable consideration. His 
proposition, as we understand it, was that 
the City should issue bonds to the amount 
of $200,000, bearing 6 per cent interest, 
and deposit the same in some bank in Belle- 
ville, payable to the order of the 
Treasurer of the Steel Association. This 
would have placed the City in the 
position of first stockholder, as 
no other stock had, we believe, been sub- 
scribed. No security was offered that the 
Association would carry out their project, 
hence we should like to know how Mr. 
Cronk, as « man of business, could recom- 
mend the acceptance of such a proposition, 
whilst for him to insinuate corruption 
against men who are at least his equals in 
jntelligence, because, in the interests of the 
* olty, they met so unsatisfactory a proposi- 
tion by one which certainly imposed very 
strong restrictions, is presuming altogether 
too much. Had Mr. Hall, instead of fly- 
ing off at a tangent and declaring 
negotiations at an end, been content to 
treat a matter of business in a business 
way, there is no doubt whatever thata 
more liberal proposition wopld have been 
made and that an agreement could have 
been arrived at. Mr. Oronk had better 
bottle up his wrath until he learns what 
becomes of the Steel Association’s project. 


Inspection of Bowers, 


The Globe states that the Bill respecting 
“boiler inspection provides for the appoint- 
ment by the Lieutenant Governor of as 
many Inspectors of Boilers, not exceeding 
five, as may be deemed necessary, one to 
be designated as Uhief Inspector, and also 
temporary clficers known as Boiler Testers. 
Every officer so appointed shall be a practi- 
cal engineer, not interested in any business 
tor the manufacturo or sale of boilers, and 
it shall be their duty at all reasonable 
times when required by the owner to in- 
wpect and test boilers. The provisions of 
the Bill only apply to steam boilers, and 
not to locomotive, steamboat, or heating 
boilers, or any other boiler not used for 
supply power for mechanical or manufac- 
turing purposes—excepting traction engine 
and pulp boilers, which are included in the 
scope ofthe Bill. Provisions are made that 
all boilers acld after January ist next shall 
* be provided with labels indicating the safety 
Pressure, and with safety valves, steam 
gauges, and other mechanical arrangements 
to obviate the danger of explosion, and for 
the subjection to hydrostatic test prossure 
of all boilers used after that date. Boilers 
aro also to be tested after five years’ use, 
and so on every fifth year, Oecrtificates of 
inspection are to be given, copies of which 
aro {0 befiled in theofficeof the Chief Inspec- 
tor. In case of explosion with fatal results 
the Chief Inspector is to attend and give 
evidence before the coroner as to the cause 
of the accident. All persons in charge of 
stationary or portable steam engines, are to 
be examined, and if found qualified to be 
duly licensed for five years, Heayy penal. 
ties are provided for breach of the various 
provisions.

The sneering allusions of Mr. Blake to 
British Columbia as a ‘‘ sea of mountains,” 
and the frequent efforts of his followers to 
disparage that Province in every respect, 
culminating a few days ago in a laugh of 
derision when its population, as enumerated 
in the census, Was announced in the House 
of Commons, will not soon be forgotten, as 
they evince a reckless spirit of faction which 
is deserving of genoral condemnation. Its 
isolated position has prevented the rapid 
growth of the Pacific Province, but that 
its resources are considerable has long 
been known, and with the construction of 
the Pacific Railway their extensive develop- 
ment and the rapid peopling of the country 
may confidently be looked forward to, In 
view of this, the Victoria Volonist recently 
published an article setting forth the ad- 
vantages of British Columbia as a field for 
settlement, which contains many facts that 
will be of interest, both in refutation of the 
Grit estimate of the country, and as afford- 
ing information which may be of value, We 
make the following extract :—In the first 
place there are extensive deposits of iron, 
coal, silver, copper, lead, and gold, For 
the proper and profitable working of all 
these, with the exception of the last, 
capital would be required, possibly, in 
proportion to the order in which they are 
named, Ofthese iron and coal would 
probably prove the most valuable, but for 
their working the greatest amount of 
capital would be required. The veins of 
other metals mentioned, with the exception 
of gold, are as yet undeveloped and capital 
would have to be expended before their 
value could be ascertained. Kor placer 
mining for gold very little capital is requis- 
ite, but in many situations a considerable 
sum of money can be laid out in prosecut- 
ing extensive operations with great advan- 
tage to the investor. The lumber interest 
of the Provinoe is well worth the attention 
of intending immigrants with capital. The 
timber of these shores is unsurpassed for 
building purposes ; it is easily accessible 
and commands a ready sale in any market, 
Spars are occssionally cut of 48 inches in 
diameter for the masts of vessals and this 
is a size not generally obtainable elsewhere, 
The rivers and streams abound with the 
best quality of salmon and the canning of 
this fish for export has within the past few 
years made extensive progress, It is sent 
to all parts of the world and finds a ready 
sale. About seven thousand tons were 
sent away last year, but even at that rate 
of export the industry is only in its infancy, 
not one in twenty of the rivers being 
fished at all and none to their full capa- 
city. The trade of making fish oil from 
herrings, dog fshand other marine ani- 
mals is capable of being pursued to 
great advantage, the numerous indenta- 
tions of the coast swarming with fish and 
affording convenient locations for stations, 
To the farmer and stock raiser the province 
offers inducements rarely to be met with 
elsewhere. All kinds of farm produce 
finds a ready market at good prices, There 
are millions of acres of good grazing land 
that have never been invaded by the stock 
raiser, easily accessible from the coast, 
Stock winters out and bad seasons are few 
and far between. ‘he profit on stock 
raising isin consequence generally con- 
siderable. The climate of the Province, 
especially to the west of the Cascade range, 
is generally mild and equable. Inthe in- 
terior the variations in temperature are 
more decided, but it is seldom that severe 
cold is experienced. This winter has been 
exceptionally mild. There was a light fall 
of snow in Victoria at the end of January 
but it disappeared ip three days. With 
this exception there has been no cold wea- 
ther this year, the thermometer agldom 
falling to the freézing point. This is, how- 
eyer, an exception, the snow sometimes 
lying on the ground for three weeks or a 
month. Victoria, with a population of 
about seven or eight thousand, has as yet 
few manufactories, aud a profitable means 
of investment might be found in the o8- 
tabliahment of factories for the production 


of articles in constant demand and which 

have at present to be imported.

Contracts. 


Mr. R, O. Olute lectured before the stu- 
dents of Ontario Business College yester- 
day afternoon on the subject of Contracts, 
The lecture was a very able and compre- 
hensive one and ono that was delivered in 
the effective manner which marks all Mr, 
Clute’s public addresses. Ho defined the 
nature of a contract, which need not neces- 
sarily be in writing, unless it effects land, 
and it must have aconsideration. All par- 
ties are competent to make contracts except 
infants under 21, luoatics, and married 
women and corporations under some cir- 
cumstances. The contracts which married 
women may make spart from their hus- 
bands were mentioned, Except where the 
statutes have declared a form, or custom 
has eatablished one, as in the case of 
mortgages or notes, no particular form is 
necessary. 

Contracts not to be performed within a 
year, and contracts to answer for the debt 
of another must be in writing. A contract 
to purchase anything over $40, cannot be 
enforged, unless to bind the bargain, ear- 
neat money has been paid, or deliyery of 
the whole or part has been taken, or there 
is a writing by the party to be charged. 

Mutual mistakes, fraud, duress, (which 
is force used to accomplish the execution 
of a contract) will vitiate or make yoid any 
contract. A contract can only be got rid 
of by performance, by mutual agreement 
before breach, by alteration, by ‘‘accord 
and satiefection.’”’ Any contract under 
seal must be discharged under seal. A 
note for which a mortgage*has been given 
as collateral seourity will be merged into 
the mortgage as the higher security, being 
under seal, 

A contract not affecting land is good for 
6 yoars,—one affecting land, asa mortgage, 
is good for 10 years against the land, but 
remains against the person for 20 years. 
Posseasion of land for 10 years gives a good 
claim.

Goeueral's office ; these bsing from the whole 
province till incomplete, though gradually 
improving, From this it appears that until 
the returnaof, deaths in Ontario show an an- 
nual mortality for the province of 18 per 1,000 
of population, they must be regarded as in- 
complete, Likewise, that “until the returns 
of births show an anos) simtural addition to 
the population of 32 per 1,000 they cannot be 
regarded as complete, About 60 per cent, of 
the actual number of deaths which take place 
or ag ostimated, aro now registered, and about 
70 per centof the births, In 1871 less than 
$2 per cent of the estimated number of deaths 
were registered, and 60 per cent of the births; 
thus'a large increate is shown, especially in 
the returns of deaths. 

During the ten years under notice there 
were 332 025 births registered, 172,245 males 
and 159,692 females. ‘There were 12,553 more 
males than females boro, or 107.8 males to 
each 100 females. It is estimated that the 
population of the province was increased dar- 
ing the ten years by.exvess of births over 
déaths to the extent of 245,000 in round num- 
bers. Tho last consusishows that the popula- 
tion inoreaséd 292 000, This makes 47,000 to 
be accounted for by immigration, The pro- 
portion of illegitimate births “bas largely in- 
creased, but is not yet so t as in Nova 
Scotia, Massachusetts, ‘and Great Britain, 

Of niarriages there were registered during 
the eleven years 116,342 Only 8,668 were 
régistered in 1870, and 12,783:in 1890 ; giving 
an increase of nesrly 50 percent.’ In the first 
five yeara there was a slight decrease in ‘the 
proportion ‘of Episcopalians, av well as of

Episcopalians married (i. ¢., the number of 
persons) decreased from 4,443, or 17,8 per cent 
of the whole (in 1876) to 4,271, or 16.8 per 
odnt(in 1880), or just 1 percent. The num- 
borand proportion of Preabyterians remained 
almost unchatiged. The’ proportion of Meéth- 
odists married increased from 34,8 per vent. 
to 36.5. per cenit. in the same period. The 
Roman Catholic martiages decreased from 13.6 
per. cent, to 127 per cent, The numbers 
amongst the Baptists did not vary apprecia- 
bly: there was a noticeable decline in the 
proportion of Co ationalists, and an in- 
Crease amongst the Bible Christians. 

The returns of deaths more than doubled 
in the ten years.. In every year, six in all, in 
which the annual reports showed the number 
of deaths in the different months, there were 
two periods in which the mortality was high, 
and two periods ‘in which it was low,. in- 
yariably one of the two péridds occurred 
during the cold, damp weather in early 
Spring, avd the other during the warm) and 
usually dry weather in the fatter part of sum-, 
mer. 

Not much less than one-half of all the 
deaths during the last five years were of 

ons under 20 years of age, and it is prob- 


able that'fully one-balf, if not a little more, 
of the deaths occurred at ages under 21 years 
of’age, or before reaching the average. period 
of adult life. Were the returns complete, 


the report says, it is probable they would 


show that one-half of those who die in this 
province die before reaching manhood or 


womanhood, or the age of 20 years. In 1877 
more than half of all the deaths were of per- 


sons under 20 years of age. In) Norway, it 
sppears only 25 per cent. of the deaths are of

ose under the age of 20 years, 
In Untari» there aro fewer deaths between 


the ages of 40 and 50, and between 50 and 60 
years, than during any of the other decenniel 


iods of life; though in the second and 
ourth period, or between the ages of 10 and 
20, and between 30 and 40, the mortality is 
but little greater than in those between 40 
aud 60. The most oritical!period of life be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 70 years is that 
between 20 and 30; this period is about 50 
per cent. more critical than any between the 
ages of 10 and 60. When one reaches the 
age of 40 years, therefore, his or her chances 
of liying to the age of 60 yearsare about 50 
per cent. greater than they wore at the age 
of 20 years. 

It is found then, from the returns, that 
there was, in the proportion of , deaths from 
zymotio diseases as a class, as compared with

Much tho Iargost proportion of young chil- 
dren digd during the vory warm soason, and 
from diseases most eer to that poriod of 
tho yoar, whilo the largest proportion of old 
people died during the very cold season, and 
from diseasos poouliar to that poriod. Tho 
deaths amongst individuals ‘approaching 
middlo life ooour moat frequently ia carly 
spring. Of thouo disoases which usually do- 
otroy life in the yory yeung, a larger number 
of malos died than of females ; while of those 
diseases which aro most common and fatal 
during middlo lifo, or from 15 or 20 yeara of 
age fo 45 or 60 yoars of age, mont fomalos 
died.

The Allan SS, “ Sardinian.” 
MER LATE PeRILOUS VOYAGE—A GOOD AND 
STAUNCH SUIP, 

It wan stated two or three days Ago that 
abeut half the passugers of ‘the Sawlinian 
loft hor in mid-Atlaptic to go on board the 
Ked Star steamer Nederland, in which they 
woro taken to Antwerp. Several «cf those 
péreons bave ariived ia Manchestor, aod in 
en interview yestorday with a representative 
of the press, made a atatomont which thiows 
much li, ht upon the accident to the steamer, 

The Sardinian, one of tho largest and fiaest 
Steamers cronmiog the Atlantio, lef: Portland, 
the winter port in Cauasda of the Allan boasts 
on the 26th of January, sbout 6 p, m.in the 
evening, and arrived at Halifax at midoight 
on the 27th, Sheeailed again at 8 p.m. on 
the 23th tor Liverpod). Hér passengers 
numbered 44 ealoon and about 20 swerage. 
She carried a largo, cargo, consisting meinly 
of grain and provisions, and was under the 
com oand of Oaptain Datton, tho commodore 
of the fleet, ond one of the most experienced 
captains iv the Atlsatic mail service, 

The weather became somowhat rough soon 
after leaviog Portland, snd the day after 
leaving Halifax—Sunday, the 29th—the wind 
was erated | pretty hard, It was, however, 
found possible to hold divine service in the 
cabin iv the morniog aod in the steerage in 
the evening, the captain on both occasions 
conducting, During th. day there wasa 
rumor op board that something was the mat- 
ter with the rudder, thiugh thore was’ no «p- 
pearance of enythi g beiog wrong in the 
behavior of the vessel, On Monday, Jauu- 
ary 30th, tho weather beoame rougher, Both! 
wind and sea increasing, Totherum r about 
the defect in the rudder was now added tho) 
statement that the rudder-post wae ‘‘work- 
ipg,”’ that is to say, was loo e, and the equally 
serious statement that the vessel was leaky at 
the wterp. Tho latter assertion received con. 
firmation on the following day, Taesday,when 
4 portion of the cargu in the sterahold was 
remoyed into the § eerage to enable the men 
to get at the leak, Tomake room for this 
ahitted cargo 4 nuinbor of steerage | asveny-rs 
Were removed to the part urually ocoupied by 
thore booked at jn ermediate farce.

au ¢ffort was wade to render the rudder-poot 
secure by‘chains. On Wednesday, Iébraary 
let, the wiod had increased to » gale, and 
was blowing from the 8, W,, the sea rannivg 
very high. The captain, jt is said, at ono) 
time thought of running back to Halifax, but 
ultimately decided to continue the trip, bat 
to make for Queenstown instead of for: Mo- 
ville, by which a considerable saying would 
be effected in the distance to Liverpool, Oa 
Thursday, February 2ad, the wind had in- 
creased very mavh, and blowing very hard 

It was decided to shorten sail, and whilet 
this was being done the vessel suddenly. 
swung rouod rightinto the wind, the rudder 
having been carried away. With \ho rudder 
went the rudder post, aud’ several sails wero 
tora to ribbons... The vessel was soon labor- 
ing and rolling inthe trough of the sea, and! 
80 contioued throughout the day and gu ceed-, 
ing nigat, The position wasa_ very seri sus 
one, forthe steamer was practically at the 
meroy of the wind and waves. 

The great length of vessels of the class to 
which the Sardinian belongs reniers them 
peculiarly difficult to manage in such ciroum- 
stances as these, and no little anxioty was felt 
by allon board, The state of the weather 
reudered an attempt to fitup a temporary 
rudder impossible, nor with the wind in the 
quarter in whichit then was could she be 
steered by thecrew propeller or sails. On 
Friday, February 3, the storm abated s good 
deal, and it was reaclved to fit up a jury rud 
der. A boom was put out at the atero, and 
‘to this were attached séveral heayy pieces of 
timber lashed together snd otherwisé made as 
secure as .posvible.» The wied ‘having got 
round to the north-east was favorablo for the 
experiment, and it was found that the tem- 
porary rudd«r was not without some influence 
upon the sbip.

And this 
is ateacher who marka uson accuracy and 
interest, attention, order, watchfuness and 
method, in short thw isone of the men on 
whose opinion hinges the important question

For several days past the Globe has been 
agaailing, with characteriatio virulence, the 
Minister of Railways for alleged favoritism 
in the letting of the contract for the con- 
struction of the Port Moody section of the 
Pacific Railway. Tho fact is that, when 
the tenders were opened that of Messrs. 
Macdonald & Charlebois, of Montreal, was 
found to be the loweat by some $209,000. 
But the dopartmental regulations, as 
amended by Mr. Mackenzie, required that 
security to the amount of $20,000 should 
be given, The bid of ‘he lowest tenderera 
was accompanied. by a cheque for the neces- 
sary amount, datéd seven days previously, 
and mafked by the Bank of Montreal, on 
which it was drawn, ‘‘ good for two days 
” wpon..the Chief Engineer 
reperted Ut chaque ‘worthleas and recom- 
ded the acceptance of the next highest 
tender, it being’ rather below his own 
estimate, which recommendation was acted 
upon... Messrs, Macdonald 4 Charlebois, 
upon learning the fact, claimed that their 
cheque was in reality good, and this was 
subsequently ascertained,on communication 
with the head office of the bank, to be the 
ease, but the information, as we have seen, 
came too late. Whereupon the Globe and 
the Opposition press let loose » flood of 
billingegate at Sir Oharles Tupper, charg- 
ing him with having purposely engineered 
a “job” in the interest of a favorite 
firm of contractors. Now, it is easy to 
see that, had the Department allowed 
mesars. Macdonald & Unariotwis tw 
amend their cheque, which was really 
part of their tender, and which on the face 
of it was a mere piece of waste paper, it 
would haye been unfair to the other ten- 
derers,who might with justice have claimed 
that they should have been allowed to 
amend their tenders; for if amendment 
were allowed in one regard, why not in 
another no more vital? Therefore, the 
lowest tender being defective, it was of ne- 
cessity thrown out. Mr. Mackenzie, when 
atthe head of the Department of Public 
“Works, was quite as strict in carrying out 
the regulations as was the Minister of Rail- 
ways and Oanals in the instance under 
notice ; for he refused to consider the 
lowest tender for the Gatineau boom, which 
was posted in due time but was a few 
minutes late in reaching the Department. 
This, as in the case of the Port Moody 
tender, was not the fault of the tenderer, 
henes the Globe has been abusing Sir 
Obarles for pursuing s course which it held 
tobe right in Mr. Mackenzie and adhering 
to the regulations which govern such trans- 
Itis gratifying to know that Mr Mco- 
Donald, who undoubtedly has » grievance 
im the matter as against the bank, has 
published « letter expressing his regret at 
the manner in which the matter has been 
discussed by the Grit press, This will not, 
of course, silence the organs of the Oppost- 
tion, but if any of their party in the House 
feel inclined to bring up the subject they 
will doubtless receive every satisfaction.

—The Secretary of Mr, Logru, of the 
Credit Mobiier, who went to} Montreal to 
procure evidence to secure his employer's 
release from custody, has himself fallen into 
the toils, having beon arrested on a capias 
just as he was leaving New York. 

—A heavy seizure of cigars has boon made 
by the Inland Revenue Department at the 
Abrahams cigar factory, Montreal, Itis al- 
leged that the stamps after being issued 
by the Departmcut were tampered with. [he 
matter is being inyestigated by the Depart- 
ment. 

—Lowell, United States Minister to Eng- 
land, replying to an application in behalf of 
United States citizens imprisoned in Ireland, 
has replied that the Coercion Act, although 
contrary to the principles of both Eoglish and 
American jurisprudence, is the law of the 
land, and naturalized citizens of the United 
States cannot be exempted. 

—The British House of Commons has nomi- 
nally 652 members, but, as in thirteen cases 
the issue of write has been suspended, there 
are only 639 representatives at present entitl- 
od to sit, Of these, 329 may be drecribed 
as Ministerialiste, 246 28 Conservatives and 
60 as Home Kulers, This gives the Ministry 
& majority ofonly 28 over nominal Home 
Rulers and Conservatives combined. 

—The jury in the case of the negro Smith, 
on trial at Montreal on a charge of killing the 
young man Hayes in a bar-room row had great 
difficulty in agreeing as to a verdict, The 
Judge refused to discharge them, and they 
finally agreed on a verdiot of manslaughter, 
when the prisougy was sentenced to 20 years’ 
imprisonment in the penitensisry. The Judge 
expressed the opinion that the ciroumstances, 
justified a verdict of murder, 

—R, S. Scudder has been arrested at Bur. 
ington, lows, for praoticing fraud through 
the mails. Soudder sent out circulars calling 
for money tobe used in the defence of 
Gaiteau. He claimed that Guiteau was but a 
toolin the hands of a political ring, and if 
money enough were forthcoming this fact 
could be proved and would lesd to the down- 
fall of the party in possession of the Govern- 
ment, The monoy received was appropriated 
by Scudder to his own nee, 

—Emigration to Cape Colony from Great 
Britain is fast increasing. For 1879 the re- 
turns show only 1,332 emigrante; for 1880 the 
number was 2,607; for 1881 it was 4,163, 
These 4,163 consisted of 321 men for the 
Government railways, 2,613 srtisans and 
domestic servants, 754 agrioulturiste, and 468 
recruits for the Cape M unted Riflemen,

or denies the potonoy of eo important a factor 
49 Our economia lifo as tho fisoal policy of the 
Government in producing the prosperity 
ayer cods with its adoption. But it must 
also. be noticed that the circumstances 
ian which the National Policy has been 
tried, have been favorable, © country 
has boon blessed with good harvests, business 
coufidence has been restored not only fa Can- 
ada, but also in the countries with which our 
commercial rolations are closest. In conse- 
quenoy,' therefore, of this favorable-combina- 
tion of circumstanoss of economy and sigacity 
with which our floances haye been adminis: 
ed, the enterprise and skill of our merchants 
and manufacturers, Si Lonard ‘Tilley wad 
able to present, conclusive evidence of the 
ecohomic value of ths National Policy,. His 
exposition of the tioanoial side of the budget 
is'a0 lucid that it requires no commentary. In 
& subject #0 intricate, condensation and cloare 
ness are acaroely compati’ le, we will therefore 
2 deal at presont with this side of the bud- 
get. 


Sir Leonard Tilley is able to state there is 
on hand a surplus of $4,132,700. This money 
is not lost to the country. It seems ridicu- 
lous to state 20 elementary a fact, but in dis- 
cussion this fact is often ignored. The Gov- 
ernment isthe poople acting in corporate 
capt, andin that capacity haying ex. 
penges and engagements which must be pro-

On examining the sources of our sur 
lus it will be found that about one third of 
t, $1,509,000, came from customs dues, tho 
greater proportion of which was doty on 
Juxuri:s and fine fabrics not manufactured in 
Canada, a proof that the c-untry had money 
to spend on foreign luxuries, such as wines 
and gpirits and fine clothes. Sir’ Leonard 
choep to describe this.as a voluntary contri- 
bution to tbe Government, astatement which 
gave rite toironical cheers from the Opposition, 
Atall events ifnot volun’ the contributions 
caméfrom Sha pockst of those best able toafford 
the Ipvy of toll on the articles they consumed, 
On"thé other hand, the expenses of the Gov- 
ernijent have ,increared annually over $1;- 
200,000. This increase has been consumed to 
the extent of about one million in the sinkin 
fand and the payment of intéres$!’ Tn addi- 


has,worked 400 miles of railway more than 
their/predeoessors, and the administration of 
thd’ North West, the census and public con. 
tributions of an exceptional nature, more than 
account for the balance of this additional ex- 
peotat. Against this, the Finance Minis. 

ter btates thavthe public debt and interest 
have been reduced, that the cost of collecting 
tho revenue has decreased; and that the per 
capita rate ot ‘taxation has been leas by 23 
cents, since 1878 than during the four years 

prowious to that date, He also pointe ont that’ 
the expenses connected with the North-West 
will }@ moro than met by the sale of lands, 
However, when the estimates gre discussed in 
the, House, these details can be treated,to 
Greater advantago, 

It has been ciaimed by the opponents of the 
Natiopal Policy, that although the total »ex- 
ports have increased, the export of -manufac- 
tures hag decreasod, The answer to. this 
charge is perfectfy conclusive, it has not been 
donied that factories haye beso at work, but 
thei: prodyots have been consumed at home 
In a sparsely settled coyntry like Canada this 
should be,o~o of the first signs of prosperity 
We all remember the merry jests with which 
Sir Leonard was;greeted when he was “‘hunt- 
ing for the hum,” He oan show his adversaries 
that he bas found it at last. Since 1878, 95 
now factories have been started, 25,000 more 
menare now working full time, Inthreeim- 
portant branches of industry, the manvfacture 
of gotton, loathor and woollen goods, the 
value of their output has increased, during the 
same period, no less an amount than five and 
one-half million dollars, and the increase iu 
the value of all Canadian manufactures reach 
os the sum of fifteen millions ! Tosum up this 

artof the subject: Under the National 
Policy, the entire population has been at work, 
our own capital had been employed, and 
capital has been attracted from abroad. The 
value of our work has increased, so the ad. 
ditions! duties imposed by the new tariff haye 
been easily borne, As people have liyed het- 
ter, the reyenue hag been benefitted, and the 
chargeg on the Geveoroment royenue under 
public debt and joterest, have been reduced. 

But this was unexpected by tho adyocatos 
ofthe National Polipy. hat may have 
been hoped for, but could soarcely haye boen 
with prudence, predicted, the Finance Minis- 
ter has shown to oxist—tho pricos of articlos 
in common use haye not been increased.

1878, Sugars coat about tho same to the oon- 
sumér, with the Soliatere! SA TRANSRe to the 
community of giving employmon over one 
thonsandl ta thénediieries, which nsdovor 60,000 
tons of Canadian coal, und bring to our porte 
many ships, tho pressnce of which atimulaton 
our export trade, Movers. Cantlie, Ewan & 
Co, write to the Finance Minister that rough 
woollen fabries, worn mostly ingpe country, 
and blankets of all kinds aro. naw as at any 
time between J508 and 1878, Medium and 
fide fabrics aro now as low as at any tinio 
since they havo boon made ia Canada, and 
flannols are cheaper than they have beon with. 
in fourtoen years, excopt during the doepeast 
commercial distress, Tho same is said to be 
truo of hats and caps, woggons, factory-mado 
boota and shoes, ricultural implements, 
sowing machines, ordinary furniture, overy- 
thing in fact ox opt some of tho fier olageas 
of furniture, boots and shoes gpd olothos, 
How thie comes ahont ia woll oxplained in 
Mr, BE.

Sir Charles Tupper'’s Speech. 


(Mail, March 1,) 


Tho speech of the Ministér of Railways, de. 
livered yesterday in answer to Sir Richard 
Cartwright, was obviously one of his fincat 
efforts. He began with a history of the Liber- 
al-Conservative party for years back, to show 
that it has alwaye*bélieved in“sudh & fiscal 
policy as will prevent the United.States from 
making Canada a mere indostrial appanage 
of the Republic, That was the key to all the 
policy of the Libsral-Conservative party both 
before and after Confedoration, the policy 
of the present ——- hadalwayd been to 
make Boston and New York the commercial 
capitals of Canada. That was the. broad dif- 
fererice beween the two parties in Canada. 
He discussed various pointsin the tariff to 
bring out this difference in’ bold’ relief, aud 
then grappled with the coal question boldly 
and yigorougly. 

The first position taken by him is that the price 
of coal exported from tho United States into 
Canada varies according to the degree of com- 
petition experienced by thatiarticle, The eeo- 
ond is that the price of Pennsylvania coal 
varies in the United States according to the 
degree of competition experienced’ by it from 
the’coal of Nova Scotia andthe coal of Grest 
Britaio. The third position is that the sevo- 
ral parts of Canada, and of Ontario especially, 
were by reason of the duty imposed upon for- 
eign coal remoyed by the Penns¥lvauia ocal 
owners from the list of non-competitive points 
to the list of competitive points, These three 
positions he established by a mass of figures 
which coyéred the whole ground, and showed 
that the result ‘of the’ policy adopted by the 
present Government was to secure far Ontario 
a lower price for the cual it needs, while at 
the some time it assisted «o materially the 
coal interests of the Dominion that all parties 
in Nova Scotin‘sre satisfied with the policy. 
It will be difficult for tho! Opposition to dis. 
tarb the conclusions of the Minister of Rail- 
ways, based as they are upon facts that can. 
not be controve:

INSTRUCIIONA, TO VOIBRS OCONCKRYING THEM, 


I,—While the recent improvemonts in the 
laws as to votors’ lista have groatly facilitated 
the work of correcting thom, it wotld boa 
tuistake not to exerciee overy procaution, 
both in haying the proper poraons entored by 
tho assousors Upon the assoramout rolls, and 
iu having tho errors in the rolls rectified as 
fares pousiblo by the Mupicipal Courts of 
Revision, 

Il —The following dates are important in 
this connection : 

(a)—Tho assessor is to begin making his 
roll not later than the 15th of February, and 
to complete it by the 30th of April, and to ro- 
turn it to the clerk on the lat of May. 

(b)—Io cities and towns the counocil: may 
provide that the assessment may be made b»- 
tweon the lst July and 30th September for 
the followiny year,

BELLEVILL®, MONDAY, MAR, 13. 
Saturday Night's Meeting. 

The effect of Saturday night’s meeting, 
summed up in a few words, is that Bolle- 
ville is now in a better position than ever 
before to realize the desire which has long 
been cherished by those resident here of 
making the city the Pitteburg of Canada. 
The proposition of the New York and 
Ontario Furnace Company is, in brief, that 
they will erect an iron smelting furnace of 
the capacity of one hundred tons per day, 
an iron rolling mill and a steel works, at a 
total cost of $500,000, nnd have the same 
completed and in full operation within 
three years, What the Corporation is 
asked to do in consideration thereof is to 
give a suitable site of fifteen acros, with 
right of way for # railway line thereto ; to 
assist in procuring water frontage ; to ex- 
empt the works from taxes ; aud to 
subscribe for stock in the Company. This 
is a business-like proposition, details of 
which are, the Company state in a most 
satisfactory manner, subject to modtication. 
By adopting Mr. Ritchie's resolution and 
referring it to» Committee, the meeting 
declared that Belleville is willing to ne- 
gotiate on the basis laid down by the Com- 
pany. The Committee will no doubt make 
such amendments as are required, and we 
fully expect that a conclusion will be 
reached that will be satisfactory to bot 
parties. . 

Tt was also very satisfactory to learn from 
the report of Messrs, Taylor and Ashley 
that the negotiations with the Ontario 
Stoel Association have not fallen through, 
‘but that another proposition from that cor- 
poration forthe establishment of their 
works in Belleville will be submitted to the 
people of this city at an early day. 


The discussion, bwing to the remarks of 
Messrs. Clute and Ashley, took somewhat 
of a political tinge. Mr. Clute expressed 
the extreme free trade view. He ould 
not assist manufactures, believing that 
every venture should be established and 
carried on on its own merita, Mr, Dickson, 
in reply, said that Mr. Olute was right on 
theory, but practice had demonstrated that 
great manufacturing centres had been 
established by municipal aid at the atart. 
Mr, Harford Ashley gave what is probably 
the best argument in favor of either bonus- 
ing manufactures by municipalities, or 
protecting them by a tariff; he said, if we 
deem it to be in our interest to haye manu- 
factures in Belleville we must assist them, 
decause other places are doing it. Here, ins 
sentence, an enterprising,practical business 
man, albeit a Refdrmer, states the whole 
argument for the National Policy, against 
a brother Reformer who is a lawyer. 
Apply ttis argument to the country and we 
have the reason for and the defence of the 
N. P. 


Mr. Ashley's latter reference to the N. P. 
waa yery laughable in one regard, as whilst 
that gentleman said that the N. P. had done 
nothing for Belleville, and was a bad thing 
for the majority, he would like some pro- 
tection for the business of manufacturing 
iron waggons, which he will establish hore 
or elsewhere. Had Mr. Ashley considered 
for a few minutes longer and spoken as can- 
didly as he did in relatign to his own bus- 
iness, he would have said that but for the 
N. P. he would not have had the oppor- 
tunity of aupporting a project for the es- 
tablishment in Belleville by United States 
capitalists of iron and steel works, on 
terms eo favorable. 


The citizens will expect the Committee 
to meet at once and come toa conclusiou 
as 6000 as possible. Nota day should be 


lost.

Advocating Annexation. 


The Farmer's Advocate, which is a zealous 
and outspoken advocate of tho interests ot 
the farmers of Canada, condemns in strong 
and merited terms the conduct of a Grit 
clique who, at the meeting of the Western 
Dairymen’s Association at Woodstock, by 
underbanded methods succeeded in electing 
such officers as they desired.

The Indians of the North-West. 


The report of Sir John A. Macdonald, 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs, 
for the year ending December 31st, 1881, 
has been presented to Parliament. It is 
of a very encouraging character,as showing 
that the red mon are giving up their no- 
madic habits and engaging in agriculture 
toa considerable extent. The total crop 
raised by the Indian bands in Manitoba 
and the Northwest is estimated by the [n- 
dian Commissioner as follows; Wheat, 
6,172 bushels; oats, 4,580 ; barley, 8,900; 
peas, 333 ; potatoes, 19,891 ; turnips, 24,- 
805 ; carrots, 1,298. Total, 66,030 bushels, 
valued at $118,854. Hay cut and stacked, 
2,582 tons, valued at $8 per ton, $20,656. 
Land broken, 4,575 acres, at $5 por acre, 
$22,875. There were erected on the In- 
dian reserves, including instructors’ farms, 
766 dwellings,and othor buildings sufficient 
‘to make a total of 1,030. The total ex- 
penditure for Indians during the year is 
given at $780,847, of which $726,738 was 
in Manitoba and the Northwest, and $42,» 
318 in British Columbia. There were sold 
of Indian lands 32,293 acres, which realized 
$50,447, The quantity of lands atill in the 
market is 538,000 acres. In future years 
a large increase in the agricultural products 
of tho Indian tribes will doubtless be noted.

Ontario Government has decided to defer 
the erection of new buildings at Toronto. 
With the high prices engendered by the N, 
P., it was found that the buildings could 
not bo erected for the sum estimated,” 
Labor and lumber aretwo of the largest 
items in the erection of the buildings, and 
the free-tradero have alwaya contended 
that the price of these commodities had 
not been increased by the tariff. The 
’Tiser’s statements do not hang together. 


The penchant of the Ontario Government 
for tinkering the laws and their capacity 
for blundering are thus shown up by the 
Newmarket Era:—‘ According to an 
amendment to tho Assessment Act, pro- 
posed by tho Local Houso this session, four 
more columns will have to be added to the 
roll—making seven or eight in two years. 
If these law-tinkerers keep on, it will take 
a sheet of paper the size of a bed-quilt at a 
county fair to make returns on. But the 
worat of it is, for this year at least, that the 
work of assessing is more than half done— 
rolls are all printed,—and to get tho facts 
required will inyolvea iarge amount of 
additional work and travel. If the Legis- 
jature met two months earlier much of the 
dittioulty now experienced would be ayoid- 
ed.”

IRON INDUSTRIES. 


and Favorably Considered 


Probability of Gatisfactory Arrangemonts 
with the Buffalo Company. 


Tho publio mocting on Saturday ovoning, 
whioh was oalled by His Worship the Mayor 
for the purpose of hearing the report of the 
Committee sppointed by 4 former public 
wooting of citizous which was cold for the 
purpose of corsldering a a heme for the CT 
tablishmont of iron industries in tho city, was 
very largely attonded, tho City Hell boing 


crowded 


At8 o'clock the Mayer arconded the plat- 
form, followed by Ald. Dic keon, Diamond, 
Taylor, Vandusen and Messrs. Harford Ash- 
loy and Thos Ritchie. mombora of the Com- 
mittee, 


Ald, Diamond, tho Secretary of the Com. 
mittee, read the report, whioh was both ex- 
haustive and ciaborably prepared, Tho 
greator part was devoted to an agoount of the 
negotiations of tho Committeo with Mr. T. 
G. Hall, which are alroady pretty well 
known, Tho report thon went op to stato 
that Ald, Taylor and Mr, H. Ashley bad boen 
appointed a deputation to vinit Buftalo, New 
York, and othor placer, interview capitalists, 
and collect information regarding iron and 
other industrios, in the interests of the city, 
Followiug is the report of the deputation to 


tho Committee :— 

To the Committe of Citizens appointed at a pub- 
licmeeting and the Finance Committee of the City 
of Belleville 

GenTLenen,— Your delegates beg to report 
the following as the resultof their yisit to the 
different places you instructed them to visit: 

1. We arrived at Buffalo on Tuesday evening 
28 Feb,, 1882, and the following morning called 
upon Mr, Van Vleck and in the conversation 
that followed, he informed us that the Com- 
pany which he represented intended to start and 
carry on the works of the Steel Association 
somewhere in Canada, as they were p+rfectly 
satisfied that a large field was open to them. 
That he had the most unlimited confidence that 
the process which has been discoyered would 
completely revolutionize the iron trade, That 
he was p rfeotly willing and expected to invest 
of hia own personal money $10,000 in the 
enterpri-e and that his Costnaey were prepared 
to put if all the capital requ to carry on the 

usinees, That Mr. Hall had no doubt over- 
stated the true fac's wh-n he said “it was the 
{ntention of the Company to invest $3,000,000." 
That he expected that the Company, in order 
to carry on such works as they contemplated, 
would invest about $1,000,000, which would at 
the present time be ample to supply the demand, 
But that ehould the demand increase to such 
an extent that they could not supply it, then and 
not till then would it bs necessary t» increase 
the plant, He, being the only Director of [the 
Compsny in the city, could not talk officially 
to us but simply as one member—and ree 
that if we could manage to giye him time 
all the Directors together, he would 
fixed on which we 


mentionrd 
day or Wednesdsy. of is. week for 
that purpose and gaid he could wire us at New 
York what day to return to Buffalo, We then 
left, and not reciivjng a message from him as 

agreed, we wired him from Poughkeepsie, and 

received a reply stating that he hoped to be 

ready by Wednesday, Ist March We then re- 

turned to Buffalo and met him again, but owing 
to the absence of the other directors were  un- 
able to se any one but himself, snd he not hay- 
ing seen all the directors in the meantime could 
not say anything officially as a Company. But he 
promised to lose no time, upon the return of the 
other directors to the city, incalling them to- 
gether and making us a por which he 
thought would be soceptable to both parties, 
which he said would be done in a week or ten 
da; Before leaving it was suggested that if it 
was thought adyisable to have a cousultation be- 
fore the ,roposition was formally made, we 
would return to Buffalo and meet them in such 
consultation. 

From what took Bie between us, we were 
of the opinion that Mr. Van has couti- 
dence in the scheme himself, but did not impress 
us go strongly asto make us commit ourselves 
finally to his echeme. We have no doubt 
that if he could demonstrate satisfactorily what 
he says he can do, it would be the enter- 
prise, above all others, which we should try by 
every means in our power to foster and encour- 
ace. One thing must be borne in mind, that 
there are several different parties who profess to 
have a direct process of makiog steel direct from 
the ore, and each party places but little confi- 
dence in any other scheme but their own. 

When we started away from the city we were 
firmly impressed with the ee of starting 
the steel works at once; but from infurmation 
derived from conversations with practical work- 
men we have come to the conclusion that our 
firat work to encourage and start is the blast 
furnace to make pig iron, and then the wer- 
chantable rolling mill to make all kinds of 
bar iron, &c., &e,, ithaving been demonstrated 
satisfactorily that at all ordioary times there 
will be amarket for all the jron that can be 
turned out, and at such prices a8 would pay a 
good dividend. 

The preat difficulty with the steel plant is 
that it is such an expensive matter, and that the 
market varies so much in price and alo in the 
aoe thatit is not always a paying inatitu- 
lion. 

After leaving Buffalo we visited the furnaces 
and rolling mils at Elmira. These works em- 

loy in both m Ils and about their works about 
300 men and turn ovt about 55 tons of rails per 
day, besides bariron, &c., &c, The capital in- 
vested (we are informe!) is $1,100, They 
have been in operation about 25 years, 

We then went to Paversof, New Jersey, 
which is a city of about 55,000 inbabitants, and 
one in which nearly one-half of the population 
are employees in the various works established 
there. The Rogers Locomotive Works employ 
1,800 mea and turn out about 25 locomotives 
and tenders per month, These works were etart- 
ed about 25 years ago with a capital of $300,000 
andhavegrownto their present mammoth organi- 
zation and capital of $4,000 000 from the profits 

ein the business. 9 

The Danforth Locomotive Works have a cap- 
ital of abou’ $500,000 and employ 600 men, and 
turn out from 10 to 12 locomotives per month. 

The Grant Locomotive Works also employ 
600 men, avd turn ont about the same number 
as the Danforth Company, 

1 these works are situated very near each 
other and in very close proximity to various 
other worke, such as silk factories, twine fac- 
tories, &<., ko, and it is a sight well worth see- 
ing to stand near by when the bell rings for 12 
o'clock and see the workmen turn out like bees 
out of a hive. 

The silk muuufactories alone in that city em- 
ploy nearly 15,000 operators, men, women and 
children. We tried to gain admittance and look 
through the factories, but were refused. 

¢ Passaic Company Works use only scrap 
ironin their furnaces ond all their work is heavy 
wronght iron work—car axles, mill gearing, 
&o. ‘They employ from 150 to 00 mép, and the 
capital invested is about $175,000. They would 
not give any information as to the prolité, but 
said they were satisfied with the results, 

The Cook Company Police Mills were in full 
ruoping ordey and arp & Mi? Br pera bat 
were turning out ateol rails, besides large quantl- 
ties of Bridge iron;which they wore manufactur- 
ing evidently to filleome contract.’ But no in- 
furmation could be gained from those in charge 

At Poughkespsie we visited the blasting furnaces 
of Beck & Co. They employ from 50 to 100 men 
in both furnaces, and turned out about 80 tons 
per day, 40 from each furnace, The ongines 
cost $335,000 and are of the nominal strength of 
250 horee power. The two furnaces cost whon 
erected {n 1859, about $125,000, but would cost 
more lf builbnow. The coal cos(s this Company 
about $4 per ton. Lime stone wad brought about 
40 miles, They of course refnsed to tell what 
the profits were, but said they could see no ren. 
cree why works in Belloville should not pay 
well, 

At Rome we visited the Brass Works, which 
are running in fullforce and are turning out 
large quantitities of work, but so far the workn

SiR JOHN MACDONALD'S REPORT. 


The Kecripts from the Lands of the 
North-West. 


THE RESULTS OF SURVEYS. 


Professor Macoun Continues his 
Revelations Concerning the 
Fertile Belt. 


THD MOUNTED POLICE, &c. 


Orrawa, March 13.—The report of the 
Department of tho Interior was brought 
down to-day by Sir John Macdonald, Min« 
ister of tho Interior. There is @ great 
amount of very interesting reading in it, 
especially to those who look lovingly upon 
the fertile lands of the North-West, and 
either singly or by families, or by the new 
process of colonization societies, purpose to 
take 4 more than patriotic interest in the 
great wheat fields of the West. Doring 
1881 there were for homesteads 2,753 
entries; including 438,707 acres; pre- 
omptions, 1,649, comprising 263 657 acres; 
and sales 1,417,amounting to 355,165 acres, 
Compared with the returns for 1880, this 
gives an increase in the number of entries 
of 1,609, and in thé area disposed of an 
increase of 278,505 acres. 

THE BECHIPTS 


since the last annual report are as follows : 


‘Dimber and miviog receipts. 
Registration and other f-es,. 
Scrip and bounty warrants... 


Compared with the previous year the in- 
crease in cash receipts is $164,066, 

One of the most important parts of the 
report is that relating to the 


SURVEYS OF DOMINION LANDS, 


The amount of surveying done includes 6,- 
435 miles of standard meridian and paral. 
lel lines and township outlines, and 16,865 
miles of township sub-division lines, or in 
alla total of 23,300 miles of line surveyed 
(uring the season. The area completely 
purveyed into townships ready for settle- 
ment and sale was 9,147,000 acres. Some 
important changes were made this year in 
the method of laying out Dominion lands 
townships. Road allowances were through- 
out reduced frem one and a half chains to 
one chain, or 60 feet in width, and three 
of the east and west roads in a township 
done away with. The effect of this will 
be for the aroa of the so-called fertile belt 
to trausfer three millions of acres of land, 
without detriment to facilities for com- 
munication, from the class of road allow- 
ances into that of land available for pur- 
poses of sale and settlement, also to reduce 
the cost of survey of a township, go ‘as to 
eflect a saving in the expense of the Terri- 
tories of probably two anda half millions 
of dollars. 


A DESERVED CONPLIMENT, 


While the surveyors are running out the 
ines east and west and north and south, 
hey are doing much more for their count- 
ty. Theyare atudying the climate, the 
soil, the trade capabilities of the vast 
country, Their reports are like those of 
Joshua, the son of Nun. The reports 
they bring back tous sre the words of 
abler, pluckier men than those wandering 
will o’-tho-wisps who, in earlier years,came 
back knights of the rueful countenance, to 
tell of Hoods and fires, and alkali ‘plains, 
and bligzards, The report, we are glad to 
hotice,.teakes cognizance of the value of 
thoirlabors, It says: ‘‘As in previous 
yeers, the information obtained from the 
survey tends more and more to controvert 
the idea held that there oxiste a large area, 
with sharply defined limits, of what was 
deemed relatively a desert or barren Jand, 
an extension or intrusion of the supposed 
similar desert area in the adjoining terri- 
tories of the United States. ‘Tracts of 
land have been met with, and their limits 
ascertained, of certainly very inferior if 
hot worthless soil ; but by tar the greater 
ee, of what was expected to be 

esert, or broken and barren country, has 
turned out to be specially fitted; both by 


| fertility of soiland by the nature of its 


surface, for agricultural ocoupation.”! 

The nanneel report refers in particular to 
the work of D. L, S. George Simpson, and 
perhaps no better evidence of the invalu- 
able character ot the work being done by 
the surveyors could be adduced. Mr. 
Simpson went from the Rooky Mountains 
to Winnipeg. Men in the forest blazo 
their way by chopping off the bark of trees 
at regular intervala as they go along. Mr, 
Simpson blazed his way by sinking pits to 
the depth of four foot at intervals of twonty 
miles, 


CHARACTER OF SOIL. 


Ho has given the regulte of the pits. Pit 
No. 1, for insténoo, forty miles west of Ed- 
monton, he found to show loam 4 inches, 
clay 44 inches. Pit No. 2, twenty miles 
nearer Edmonton, showed loam 12 inches, 
clay loam 12 inohes, clay 24 inches, That is 
soil of first class quality ; soil which yields 
40 bushels of wheat to the acre, 100 bush- 
ols of oats, and 70 bustiels of barloy. And 
do ho goes along, driving the spade, the 
modern magician’s wand,into the earth, till 
ho reaches Winnipeg, whore he finds 22 
inches of loam and 26 of clay. In the same 
way the country along the Saskatchewan, 
from the Elbow to beyond the Forks oast 
of Princo Albert the pita turn out a soil 
similar to that noar Edmonton, a first-class 
soil ; loam 12 inches, clay loam 12 inches, 
olay 24 inches. This region is of great in- 
terest, as Prince Albort is considered a 
natural centre of trade and industry. Mr, 
Mair, whose letter Mr, Simpson embodies 
in his report, says of that oentrei—*'To 
the south and east and west lie the im- 
monse arable prairios of tho peninsula of 
tho Saskatchowan ; to tho north-west the 
Shoot river country, a magnificent farming 
region as yet ontiroly unoccupied ; and of 
equal if not greater importance to the 
north and north-east; tho true forosta of the 
country which skirt the shores of lakes 
vastor than Ontario, or Brie and, divided 
by ocoasional marshes, stretch in broken 
yot gigantio masse to Hudson bay,” 

Thus io it that yoar after yoay now ro 
gions of fortile land orp brought within tho 
ylew of the poople of the Dominian. 

TROVESBOR MACOUN 
has also & valuable report upon the region 
he oxplored. Though not so interosting 
as thd report in which hoa year or two 
ago prosented the people of Oatiadn with 
the grand faot that the fertile belt was ao 
misnonrer, bodatse tho whole réglin was 


fertilo, his roport this yoar is an interoat- 
Me sccount of the region lying between 
Lakes Manitoba’ and Winnipegoosis and 
the Riding, Dock, and Porcupine Moun- 
tains, which are the eastern face of the 
“Second Prairie.” As an explorer of un- 
explored regions, Mr. Macoun has proved 
himnolf to be a complote success. 
Part Srd relates to the 
MOUNTED YOLICE YORE 
ofthe North-West. This force of five 
hundrod men haga great work to do. Un- 
der ita jurindiction there are 27,000 In- 
diana, scattored over a territory about 
equal in area to that of Franco, ond Gor- 
many combined, Fort Walsh ia the present 
headquarters, and there there are about 
175 men, Inthe Blackfoot country are 
200 ; at Edmonton 25, and at Battloford 
and Qu’Appelle each 50. These men have 
to preserve the peace among the Indians 
and the white settlers, They have inter- 
national duties of a delicate character to 
perform, because the Iadianado not very 
greatly respect the 49th parallel. They 
have to look after wandering Sitting Bulls 
and wandering Governor-Generals, after 
whiskey sellers and whiskey. drinkers, 
after horse-stoalers and criminals of all: 
sorta. They are in fact the advance guard 
of civilization, being apothecary shop, 
police court, grocery store, dry goods 
emporium, surgery, Oustoms house, com- 
mon carriers, and good many other things 
besides. Apparently they are as hard 
worked as, and certainly their work is more 
varied than, any other five hundred men 
in Governmental employ. None but Can- 
adians with their universal hardiness could 
be so many different instruments of toil as 
these 500 men, who.in the illimitable dis- 
tances of the North-west handle the arts 
of war in the interests of peace.

A Strange Incident. 


A HUNTED DEER FLIES TO A MAN FOK PRO- 
TECTION—A LONDONER'S ADVENTURE, 


On Sunday last Mr. O. 0. Jarvis, who 
has been in the neighborhood of Sarnia for 
the past four weeks distributing tosubscrib- 
ers the published numbers of ‘*Picturesque 
Canada,” started from Port Huron to walk 
out the plank road to the residence of his 
brother, Mr. Francis: Jarvis, afew miles 
from the city.

The gentlemen in the buggy drove on and 
Mr. Jarvis, after bestowing a few friendly 
caresses’ on the animal, also resumed his 
journey towards his brother's, when to 
his astonishment the deer followed him like 
a dog orsome pet that he had been familiar 
with for years. Along the side of the road 
it kept within a reat distance of ~3 24 
passing different e,yet taking no 
of any of them, at, steadily following in 
the footsteps of its new found friend. When 
Mr. Francis Jarvis’ farm was reached, it 
halted until the inmates of the house were 
called out to admire the strange pet. It 
was easily decoyed int s small enclosure, 
where it was surrouuded and captured, a 
heavy strap fastened around ita neck and 
steps taken to secure it 90 a4 to prevent its 
escape. It was then that the wild, untamed 
nature of the beast exhibited itself in des- 
perata botnds and struggles to get free. 
There wasno longer a doubt as to its being 
a wild deer, and the most probable explana- 
tion of its extraordinary action towards 
Mr. Jaryis was, that.it had been hunted by 
boys and men, until exhausted and terrified 
it broke throngh the woods where Mr, Jar- 
vis firataaw it, and in its fear of purauit 
sought safety by claiming the latter's pro- 
tection.

It will be observed that the measure, as 
finally passed, really amounts to very little, 
and justifies our previous comment upon 
it, namely that it would prove satisfactory 
to nobody. Jt does not meet the yiews of 
those who favor free markets, and it de- 
prives the cities, towns and villages in 
which markets are established of a portion 
of their revenue without in any manner 
cumpensating them therefor. The Bill is, 
in fact, another case of “great cry and little 
wool,” 

The first seven sections, of which the 
measure was originally composed, are cer- 
tainly of a character highly unfavorable to 
market towns, but the eighth and following 
sections leave mattera pretty much as they 
were. The whole effect of the new law is 
that, if the municipality pass a By-law 
providing that vendors of produce may sell 
their wares elsewhere than at the market, 
the present arrangementa remain in force. 
Sellers are, however, prohibited from offer- 
ing for sale any article at a distance of less 
than one hundred yards from the market 
place, otherwise they become liable to pay 
fees. The whole “reform,” therefore, 
amounts to this, that sellers of produce 
may hawk their goods from door to door, 
but they must not in doing so impede trafic 
on the streets. This precious privilege is 
not likely to be made use of to any great 
extent, as only by attending the market 
can the best prices be realized, and the 
seller will find it more profitable to do so 
and pay the small fee demanded for the 
accommodation afforded. 

The proper course, therefore, for the City 
Oounoil of Belleville to pursue is to pass 
the By-law which the eighth section of the 
Act provides for,

OBITUARY. 
THA LATE ELLIS DORRELL. 


Tho doath of Mr. BE. Burrell, whieh oo 
curred yostorday afternoon, Was not al- 
together unoxpeoted. For many weeks 
past ho had boen slowly 
cumbing to a general 
decay of the systom—induced no doubt by 


but surely suc- 


breaking up and 


his scorn of personal comfort.and neglect to 
take the necessary precautions for the 
prosorvation of his health in discharging 
the arduous and woaring dutios of his ox- 
tensive business. Pulmonary decay was 
the immediate cause of his death, but his 
whole system way more or less affected, and 
ho quictly ceased to livo, just a8 » machine 
that has been taxed beyond its capacity and 
ie worn out, coases its motion. 

As Mr. Burrell was, and has for sume 
years been, the most oxtonsive manufactur” 
er and the largest omployer of labor in 
Belleville, and one of our most successful 
business mon, his life calla for a somewhat 
extended notice. He was born in 1824 in 
tho village of Lappum, Suffolk, England, 
and was consequently in his 68th yoar when 
he died. His father emigrated with his 
family to America ii: 1831, and settled in 
Watkins Glen, at the head of Seneca Lake, 
New York State. The family was a large 
one and not rich in worldly goods, and 
young Ellis had very few of the advantages 
which most children in the same station of 
life now enjoy. He had togo to work at an 
early age,and obtained but very little school- 
ing. He was essentially a self-taught,as well 
as a self-made man.. He learned the trade 
of axe-making in Rochester, and having 
thoroughly mastered allthe departments 
of the trade he came to Cunada in 1844,and 
worked as an axe-maker in St. Catharines, 
The tollowing year he came down to Belle- 
ville and worked for the late A. E, Proctor, 
who rena small axe factory here at that 
time. In a year or two he became indis- 
pensable to Mr, Proctor, and was taken into 
partnership with him ; but the partnership 
lasted but a few months, and Mr. Burrell 
left Belleville." He remained away for sev- 
eral years, working at his trade in various 
places in western Ontario and the States, 
and returned here in 1853, with the inten- 
tion of establishing a factory of his own. 
He secured the old atone building on Moira 
Street, which yet stands, almost directly 
opposite the site of the present factory, and 
began business in a small way. Fora long 
time he was his own foreman and chief 
workman, and fought an up-hil) battle ; but 
he knew that he could make a good axe, 
and he was determined to make the world 
recognize and acknowledge that fact also, 


He succeeded. A demand arose for 
Burrell’s axes, They were honest, 
sound, well tempered, well fashioned, 


conscientiously made, and of the best ma- 
terial—and they finally forced themselves 
upon the market by the power of their own 
intrinsic excellence. As a matter of course, 
with the increased demand for his axes 
oame prosperity to Mr. Burrell. He found 
it necessary to extend his operations and 
move his factory toa site where greater 
facilities could be secured. Accordingly, 
about 12 years ago, he moved tothe site 
which he has since occupied. Since then 
his business has kept steadily and rapidly 
increasing. During the past four years, 
especially, his operations had been greatly 
extended, and business connections had 
been made in almost every part of the 
Dominion. The most striking illustration 
of the growth of Mr. Burrell’s business, 
will be found in a comparison of the daily 
output of the factory when it was firat es- 
tablished and what it now is. [n its in- 
fancy, Burrell’s Axe-Factory turned ont 8 
axes per day, while its average output of 
Inte has been about 500, In 1853 the 
number of employees was not imore — than 
two or three, while at present between 50 
and 60 bands are employed. 

In 1851 Mr, Burrell married Miss Jane 
Bleecker, a daughter of the late Tobias 
Bleecker, The fruits of their union are six 
children—four daughters (three of whom 
are married) and two sons, all of whom, as 
well as Mrs. Burrell, are stili living. 

The death of Mr. Burrell will be'felt by 
but very few so keenly as by his own work- 
men, by whom he has always, been greatly 
beloved as well asrespected. A number of 
his employees have been working for him 
from boyhood up to ripe manhood; and 
have grown gray in his service ; and the 
ties between him and them were something 
stronger than those which ordinarily bind 
workmen to their employer. John La- 
fontaine, Lienry Waldron, Jos. Deignault, 
James Walsh, and others of the workmen 
who had beenin Mr, Burrell’s employ- 
ment for from fifteen to twenty-live years, 
felt o# if they had lost a near and beloved 
relative or intimate and cherished friend 
when the news came of their employer's 
death yesterday afternoon, and many of 
them could not control their emotion. 

The deceased gentleman was one of the 
oldest Freemasons in the city, and will be 
buried by the brethren of that order on 
Friday.

(From our own Correspondent, ) 


While remaining at Yeomana City with my 
friends we experienced some vory rough woa- 
thor. George Yeomans, who has had a long 
czpersencs in ranching on Bow River, offered 
to break in a native pony and hitch him toa 
halfbreed sleigh, so that ho could, out of 
frigadship, driyo me to the point I was en- 
deavoring to reach, Atitwe went on the 
{huraday morning, with the intontion of 
otarting out the following day, giving him 
time to get back so that he could on Sunday 
leisurely visit his neighbors. Oar attempt at 
breaking was an unsuccessful one, that is to 
say, the pouy was too much for us, We put 
him into harners, then attempted to run him 
into thethaftse. He was perfectly docile uotil 
it came to that. With one hand gripped on 
tho bridle, the other lifting the shafts quietly 
and cautiously, po that he would not be dis- 
turbed by any noice, we tried to harnoss him 
tothe sleigh, but the ‘rstant sa creak was 
heard he vould bound ous, and lift his heels 
high up in the air as a signal cf his disappro- 
bation of our conduct, Several times we re- 
peated the operation, and as often we failed 
and he succeeded, Although he did uot weigh 
aoy wore thao a Berkshiro hog, and was very 
little taller, I believe that forty men could 
not hold him by the bridle while two wonld 
be lifting the shafte. I ran many escapes 
during this comical ordeal, The saucy little 
scamp seemed to have a special “pick” on me 
and signified his intention more than onco of 
doing me an injury if he could get the start 
of ine in any way ; but I lost track of him 
but once, and that time while I held a 
tight grip of the Lib he made a bound ont 
of the shafts and jumped twenty-four, 
fees nine inches snd one-quarter by 
measuroment, threw his hauoches, lifted me 
pome fow feet inthe air, allotting me herd 
first into a downy bed of cool sussiye svow. 
Bat he did not mean todo me euch a kind- 
nous, for before enteriag my cosey bunk I 
could see bim standiag erect on his front feet 
with his hind hoofs playing automatically in 
the sir, Attimes his after legs would be 
buried in his flnts; again they would be 
hitting defisntly at some unseen obj scot: like 
a flash of lightning he would hide his kicker 
from view and present them again: I cannot 
ray how long be kept it ap, bat his thrainer 
number one told me later on that he stood 
erect sua telegraph pole for nearly five min- 
utes, 


After doing ac bruin does on Candlemas 
day, we held council and determined to hitch 
a Varnish box ao close to his heels as to touch 
them gently, and modorately convince him 
that there was no harm intended him by fas- 
tening him toa sleigh, By this plan it did 
no} take him long to convince us of his timid- 
ity. The firattimeit touched bis heels he 

aoa sudden and quick spring forward, 
lifted the box to a respectable attitude and 
with deliberate sim sent both feet at it, aplit- 
ting it into slits ay thovgh it had gone up by 
powder explosion, Where the particles went 
to I am not prepared tosay. I did notsee them 
f ll—luckily for ue, too, as it was a borrowed 
box and one that the owner had become con- 
siderably attached to, I don’t know whether 
he ever made any inquiries after it or not, 
We next attached him to a log with chaip 
traced. This was not what he wanted—he 
onld dono damage, After exercising him 
for some time in this way we again undertook 
wh t we failed in at firet, but we could 
not get him into the shafts, and £0 
concluded that he was too much forus, We 
put him into the stable and there and then 
my lriend admitted that that was the firet 
tine he.wos ever befiled in an attompt at 
breaking a native pony. During all this ex- 
ploit the thermometer stood 25° below zero. I 
wasn’t cold or anything, Defeated inthis, we 
started with an ox for Oak River on Sunday 
morning. The interval was taken up with 
snow storms, we had to fall back on Sunday 
{ rv travellius, and after going eight miles by 
trail,we found that there was no road further 
on and the idea of travelling with ox and 
sloigh was impracticable in the extreme,and so 
another change was necessary ia the pres 
grammes. We returned tbat night ofter dark 
to Yeoman City, and on the following day I 
started out on the way with my snowshoes, 
accomplished a twenty-seven mile journey in 
seven hours, ; 

The more one travels in this vountry the 
more he is convinced of its valae, Few men 
have travelled more through it than I, and 
after my extensive experience [ do not claim 
to bo more than merely initiated into a know- 
ledge of its worth. I havo only read tho fly- 
leat of the many velomes that will prove to 
be in time the most intererting study of every 
Canadian, as wellas all who shall become 
Canadianized. Ihave had the pleasure of 
visiting mavy different districts in Manitoba 
andthe North-West, I havo travolled through 
the Lake of tho Wavgds, and Keowatin terri- 
tory, South Western Manitoba, Souris, Turtle 
Mounthin, Little Saskatchewan and Brandon 
districts ag woll.as the whole of Lake Mani- 
toba north and south. I have seen tho prairie 
for miles at a stretch without even a gorub 
upon its surface, In cther pinomy timber, so 
called, the size of hop pojor, untit for even 
fonping purposes ; and again, I have acon tho 
giant oak, and majestic spruce and pine; and 
this much I do know, that there is availablo 
timter enough to satisfy the wants of this 
oonutry for ages to come, Millions and mil- 

lions of cords of tho very choiooat fuel tie 
along tho edges of tho lokes,*miles indepth 
and of massive growth, that could be shified 
to different points along the wator's odge and 
distributed by rail through tho country, at 
comparatively little expense, The timo is not 
far distant wien the foresta of Lakes Manitoba 
and Wipnipegoosia will be popetted by rails 
ways, and tha sjeam horeo shall snortingly 
draw forth thoir riches to tho neody front, to 
accommodate the sottlor with good solid wood 
for his winter comfort aud pleasure, Thore 
are unparallelled opportunities for the invest. 
mont of capital tn this oc untry, and in thie 

artioular way interest upon intorest could bo 

rawn wpon money laid out in the building 
of railroads through those timbered districts. 
Aftor walking 27 miloa on snow-thoos through 
ono of tho most delightful tracts that it is pos- 
sible for ono to vinit, from an Ravipaltaee

Soldiers with ‘ Terrible. Faces. 


A writer on German cavalry in the Daily 
News says :—Tho officers are practising the 
art of war every day all the year round. 
They have large manceuvres in the spring, 
summer and autumn, and they are con- 
atantly being tested not only in drill and 
charging, but inthe far more’delicate work 
of reconnoitering and making raids. Take 
the following as an example: at six o'clock 
in the morning during summer mancouvres 
a Geueral sends oat six reconnoitering par- 
ties, each composed of an Officer, non com- 
wissioned officer, and six troopers to c 
an order to other parties 20 miles off, An 
English officer sent from Windsor to West 
Drayton would probably think he had done 
nobly if he could go and return with his 
men in the least possible time. The Ger- 
man officer) will > endeavor to be expe- 
ditious ; but this will not be bis main ob- 
ject, for on his return he will be obliged to 
bring back an answer in almost the exact 
words in which it was giyen him, and alao 
to furnish as minute an account as he can 
of everything that he noticed on the road. 
Perhaps he will be asked to write his report 
before taking a moment’s rest, and some of 
those drumhead reports, indited from mem- 
ory, display powers of observation quile 
marvellous. It is, of course, the rule 
that.an officer must carry and bring back 
verbal messages, without refreshing his 
memory with any written notes, which in 
time of war might fall into the enemy’s 
hands, so he has to listen with all his 
ears, committing every word so far as he 
canto memory, As forthe soldiers who 
go with him, they are all questioned, too, 
in order to see whether their report of 
things'they have seen tallies with those of 
the officer) and scrgeant. The recon- 
noitring is thug no mere ohild’s play. It 
is a hard and nalutary exercise for mind as 
well as body ; and stampa the features of 
those engaged in it withalook of i@tense 
seriousness—that awful look which so dis- 
turbed the French in the last war, and 
made them think that every Uhlan was o 
spy in uniform. When poor M. Podevin, 
Mayor of Nancy, surrendered his city 
at the outset of the war to ‘six recon- 
noitring  Uhlans, who rode as coolly 
through the hoatile stresta as though they 
had a whole army corps following close 
behind them, he described these intrepid 
‘men in his report tothe Town Council sa 
“soldiers with terrible faces.”

He arrested fully three thousand 
men, and did more than any other individ- 
ual to break up illicit distilling in Tennes- 
see, He killed several men, andin time 
his name grew odious toalarge class of 
law breakers, who yowed to revenge them- 
selyes sooner or later, ; 

On one occasion he attempted the arrest 
of a man named Hampton, who livéd near 
Winchester, not far remote from the spot 
that has now been Davis’ death scene. He 
went to the house long before the break of 
day and waited with another officer for 
signs of life at the farmhouse where Hamp- 
ton lived. The latter soon came: to the 
door, Davis rushed at him and a desperate 
fight ensued, Hampton was killed and 
Davis had a doublet, which was folded on 
his shoulder, cut in seventeen places by 
buckshot. Hampton’s friends threatened 
vengeance and Davis was forced to leave 
secretly on horseback and take the train at 
a distant station, Of hard pressed fights 
there was noend. He once attacked a 
noted character named Oampbell Morgan 
in his stronghold. .Morgan had entrenched 
himeelf in true military style in the strong- 
est of fortresses, with only loopholes for 
shooting irons. Inthis stronghold Davis 
surprised Morgan when without sufficient 
forces and soon brought him to terms, 
Morgan in the course of time became one 
of Davis’ firmest friendsand most yalu- 
able assistants, and isthe only man who 
can now in any degree fill Davis's place. 

Shortly after this Davis and his men 
were besieged for two days at Peak’s house, 
in Putnam county, by 100 moonshiners. 
Phillips, one of his men, was wounded at 
the commencement of the desperate fight. 
While the men hated Davis and vowed 


vengeance on him, the women, for the 
most part, were ready and willing to help 
him in breaking up the moonshinera’ con- 
cerns, Davis had & narrow escape for his 
life some months ago in Tracy City, where 
he had killed a man Hamed Haynes. Some 
unknown assossin fired at him from the 
bushes, killing the mau who walked with 
him. He was almost fatally wounded sey- 
eral months ago by the Wild brothers in 
Putnam county, In faot he has been pur- 
sued so closely and with demonstrations 
that so clearly meant nothing short of death 
that a less brave and daring man would 
have retired from the service ere the fatal 
shot that robbed him ot his life could have 
been fired,

A RKIGN OF TERKROR—SAUMMARY WORK oF THE

New York, March 16 —Tho Herald's Lim-

No sooner had ho an 
ndunood bis intention of doing so than a 
notion wan posted on his gate warning him to 
pay no pont and throatening death to any one 
who removed ie notion... It. was signed

County Korry tho houses of two farmors wero 
Visited bya band of armed ‘and dirguised 
men, who fired shote through tho widdows 
and shouted, '*Pay no rent; if you do we 
shail visit you agaio.” In a remote district 
of Olare 4 baud of disguised mon took up ao 
portion atm cross road and swore covery 
O06 passing topay no rents until the sus- 
pects ato roloased. These are but. a 
few ofthe bold operations of the Fenian 
kociety during tho past fow days, and 
day after day, week after week, ‘he porpetra- 
tors grow bolder and older, Wholesale or- 
rests, rightly patrols of troops and constabu- 

Ary, Carnest protests by the dignitaries of the 
Roman Catholia Church, : xe sll in vain... Ths 
terrible and mysterious orgavization which 
parslyzes|the country eontinues its work in 
spite of prison acd chapel army, Tho Arch- 
bishop of Taam, in his Lenten pastoral, dwelt 
on the ** an-Trish character of the outrages— 
the poonliar atrocity with whieh they aro in- 
vosted,” ho says, ‘‘showa them to be of for- 
eign importation—the work of the enemics of 
our people...

_ A MOONLIGHT ASSASSINATION, 

At Baliydrehid, near Ballybannis, in the 
county of Mayo, lives a farmer named Freely, 
who wasa member ot the local branoh of the 
Land League and o popular man until he paid 
his Jandlori his rent, The neighborhood has 
been peaorfal and tranquil throughout the 
agitation, and required no special supervision 
from thé authorities of the district. But one 
night not Jong efter it had become known that 
Freely hed paid his rent,» band of moon- 
lighters, numbering upwards of fifty, made 
their appearance at his house and shouted for 
the ‘‘traitor who paid bis rent.” The' door 
was broken in and the moonlighters eotered 
Not finding Freely, they seized his son, a 
young man of twenty-five, who was sleeping 
in the room with two younger brothers, and 
dragging him outaide best and maltreated him 
ina terrible and brutal manner,; He made 
hia eacape back into the hona», but was sum- 
moned tg come out again,and when he obeyed 
ths order he reoocived the contente of both 
barrels of ashotgun -in\the breast., He stag- 

ered back into the house and then fell dead. 

‘he c' isand whistles of the retreating moon- 
lighto s were heardae they left tre village, 
aod whea the parish priest oame'to the spot 
there wes no trace of theirpresence, The 
funeral of the unfortunate young man, who 
srome to have met thé fete intended for his 
father, wag largely attended, and goon after- 
wards seyen young men were arrested on sus- 
picion of being concerned in hia death, among 
thm the Secretary of the local Land League, 
sllof them respectable and moat of them, 
strange to tay, relatives of the murdered man, 
They were taken under  strong’escort to tho 
county jail at Castlebar. 


HOW MORONY WAS KILLED, 


Scarcely had the news of this terrible deed 
been made public whrn another still moro 
fiendish horrified a d startled the country. 
Near tho horolet of Frakle, about eight miles 
from Tulla, lived two farmers, Michael Morony 
aod James McNamara, tenants of Mr,. T. 
Brady Brown, of Newgrove, A few nights 
ago o band of sixteen mon, well armed and 
disguired, appeared in the townland of Clona- 
gro, part of the estate of Mr. Brown, and 
visited the houses of four tenants, whom thoy 
placed uodor oath as to whether they had paid 
their rents, "They denied having done so, 
aod th y wore then aworn not ty do eo until 
the suspects wero released, on peril. of their 
lives. The Moonlighters then . marched 
to tho house of MoNemara 
farm ia cloce by, was in MoNamara’s house 
when ho heard tho tramp of mon approachibg, 
and thinking that it was the police or military 
patrol, he went to the door t» Jook ont, but 
seeing the band of disguised mon, he shut the 
door quietly behind him and crept into his own 
house, and told hia wife.what he bad seen 
She immodiately bolted the door and pat out 
the lights. Meantime tho gang of marauders 
entered McNamara's hopse and found him and 
hia son, a more lad, inside,’ The boy tried to 
hide under tho but was draggod 
ont avd stabbed twice ip tho thigh 
with a bayonet. The father was mado to go 
down on his knees, and tol { to keep his hoa 
down when four shota were fired over him 
and ho was then sworn to pay no rent, fho 
Moonlighters then went across to, Morony’s 
house, but wero refused admission. They 
fired three shots through tho window, and 
finally torved the door and found Mra, Mor- 
ony standing insive. One'of the mon hold 
the muzatlo of his gun to her head and anked 
her whore her husband was, Frenzied with 
torror, the woma. fell ou ber knoes and beg: 
god for mercy. A blowanla ropoatod do. 
mand was the anawer to hor entreatios, and 
eho thon told them he was in tho hodroom, 
He whe draggod from beneath the bed and 
mado to lic down on hia faco in submission, 
du is supposod, to their anthority, Having 
dono this, he was then made to kneel on one 
kine’ when ono of the gang ssid, ‘' Morony, 

‘ou paid your root!” Avother man then 
Peta tho muzzlo of hin gan to the unfortenato 
man’s raised knee and pulled tho trigger, 
sbattoring the bone, tearing tho flesh and 
govering tho arterios Amid the shricke of 
agony and torror of Morony and hie wife the 
moonlighters lett, The wounded man was 
taken to the Talla Union Hospital, and the 
surgeon pronounced amputation to be neves- 
sary to #avo bis life, but the operation was in 
vain, Ninotoon areste wero made in tho 
district, but no one has yot been charged 
with the orimo. 6

MR. R. D, ROGERS TELLS THE COBOURG *‘ SEN: 
TINEL STAR” MAN ‘HOW THEY DID Ir.” 


The lagt issue of the Cobourg Sentinel-Slar 
© tains the following narrative, which we 
aresure will be read with intorest. The 
btory is old but it is good'and will bear re- 

etition in our columns ;— 

‘Again and again tho story of the burnin, 
of the rebel supply steamer Caroline, an 
sending her over the Falls of Nisgara has 
been told and listened to with interest, but 
loyal Canadiass never tire of the details, We 
had the pleasure yesterday of mecting and 
conversing With an old settler of the district, 
bot now of Peterborough, who was one of the 
last three to leave the deck of the rebel vessel 
after abe hak been fired and setadrift. This 
was Mr. Robert D. Kogers, formerly of Graf- 
tov, and uncle of our well knowa citizen Mr, 
R. Z. Rogers. Mr. Robert Rogers was o 
member of ove of the companies organized in 
this seclion, and was statioved at Chippewa, 
when the call was mado for volunteers for the 
mo»morable expedition to “capture tho rebel 
supply steamer. He, together with Captain 
Warren and three others trom this seotion, 
namely, Mosera, R. Armoor, McGarry, aod 
©. S, Finlayson, were among the first to vol- 
unteer. The circumstances of that night all 
woll know. The little expedition under com- 
mand of Captain Drew, with Capt, jVarren 
acting as second officer,set out from Chippowa 
in the darkness, and moved over to where 
the Caroline was moored. Thore wore threo 
boats containing eight or ten men In each and 
Mr, Rogers and R. Armour pullei the oar, 
When thé sentry on board the boat discover- 
od the attacking party he fire’, the ball par- 
sing throug captain Warrou’s trowsors, and 
scratching him slightly on the hip. _ After the 

| shot of the centry the men pulled stiff on their 
oars, and soon boarded the vessel, which they 
found had ben hurriedly evacuated, the tires 
being still burning. They immicdiatoly sot 
about unloosing her. Sho was fastened with 
achaincable passing out of the bow of the 
boat, ar.und two snubbing poste and into the 
gtorn. Tho boarders found some difficulty in 
unloosing her,in which ovoupation Mr, Rogers 
was of material assistance, He had procured 
a large iron nut, into whioh he insorted a 
piece of candle, and with this feeble light dia- 
covered the mode in which sho was {aetened, 
and with the asistance of two or throo com- 
pavions sot hor adrift. The only thing in con- 
nection with tho ee which Mr, Rogors 
rogrets is that he did not keep tho nut and 
candle oa a memento of that night's work, in- 
atoad of hastily throwio, them away. After 
casting tho cbaio off, they found it was 6o 
hoavy as to keop tho vousel anchored.

Diamobd spoke, 
was not worth consideration, The chief use 
of the canal was going to be the transhipment 
of tho grain from Chicago and the Northwest, 
which would take piace at the mouth of the 
canal, A village was bound to spring up at 
the mouth of the canal. In the interests of 
this great grain trade it was high'y desirablo 
that tho shorteat route ehould be selected ; ho 
belisved that the interests of the country—or, 
to put it on narrower grounds, tho interests 
of the politioal party to which he belonged— 
would be served by the adoption of the Wel- 
ler’s Bay route, and would be injured by the 
adoption of the Preequ’Isle route.

Ald, Mclainch said that Ald, Dickson had, 
in committee, swallowed everything that Geo, 
Washington MoMallen had pleased to say.

Dickson for believing what George Washiog- 
ton McMullen said, because it was well known 
that George Washington could never tell a

Diamond said he was surprised to 
learn to-night that the grain from Chicago 
and the North-west was going to come by 
way of this canal, He had often heard it 
stated at the Council board that that trade 
Was going to come by way of the Grand Junc- 
tion, 

Tho Chairman could not understand how 
the engineers, having the map of the whole 
district before them, could have ignored this 
route which had just been discovered, 

Tho Clerk said that the ongineors had al- 
ready made conflicting reports and had ro- 
peatedly blaundered, If they had been mis- 
taken once, they could bé mistaken again, 

Ald. Clarke said that the objection as to 
sandbanks in the Wollor’s Bay route had no 
force, because he know that the chaunol there 
had been steadily deepening for many yeors 
past. Ho romembered when one could drive 
over the spot where there was Bow 20 foot of 
water.

Canadian Industries. 

A marked improvemont ia the {ndastrial 
condition. of our northern neighbor hav taken 
place during the past yoar or two. The Min- 
ister of Finanoe, Sir 8, Ly Lilley, in prosont- 
ing his annual budyet tho other day, said that 
at no period in the history of the country bad 
government mot Parliament with the finances 
in ay good position, oredit so high, and the 
pooyle more prosperous, and ho claimed that 
this state of affaira was greatly dopendent on 
the protective policy of tho Government. Tho 
revenue year by year had beon increasing un- 
til, from a deficienoy of $2,000,000 in 1879 the 
treasury had » eurplus of over $4,000,000 for 
the twelve months onding last Jaly. In 1879 
Government hat proporedand Parliament had 
ageeed 1o remodel the tariff xo as to protect 
native industries, and to-day, as a consequence 
the factories were ruoniog full time and ex- 
tending thoir premises ait machinery ; people 
were fully and remuneratively emp'oyed, mo- 
ney was plentiful, the ability of the people to 
buy was greatly increased, and, a9 a conse- 
quence, the volume of imports kept the reve 
nue flourishing He proved from statistics 
thatthe result ot tho tariff was largely to 
jocreise imports from Great Britain, and that 
the trade ia bread-stuffs betweon Canada and 
the Unite] States had incrensed from 8,500, - 
000 bushols in 1877 78 to 12,143,000 bushels in 
1880-81, proving tho groundlessness of the 
predictions of the Oppositioa as to the results 
of the operation of the tarift.—Scientific Ame- 
rican.

the oity $100,000 of firat mortgage, bonds as 
seourity ; the debentures to be paid when 
$400,000 had beon expended by the company 
—that Js, for every $4 expended bythe com- 
pany tho city should contribute $1 in debon- 
tures Other provisions of a leas important 
nature wore also set forth in the proposition, 

Mr. Aebloy asked what it was oxpooted the 
total expeaditure would be. 

Mr, Blanchard ssid it was fixed at $500,000 
at present. if 

Ald. Petrie asked how many men would be 
employed, 

Mr, Blanchard said that a simple blast fur- 
nace would not employ more than 50 or 60 
men, but the additional industries which 
would certainly follow tho establishment of 
the blast farnace wou!d call for the employ- 
ment of a very much groater number. 

Ald. Maooun aeketi what proportion of 
skilled labor to ordinary labor would be em- 
ployed. 

Mr. Blan>shard could not tell exactly, As 
tho industries grow, the proportion of skilled 
labor to ordinary labor would be much great- 
or, ‘ 

A discussion aroso on the proportion of the 
city’s contribution to the proposed industry 
to that of the company. 

Mr. Blanchard said he expected that the 
company would receive assistance from the 
city according to the proportion of the figures 
stated. For instance, if $90,000 instead of 
$100,000 were expended on the blast furnace 
alone, it would be expected that a proportion- 
ate amount would be granted by the city, 

Ald. Dunnet asked whether it was propored 
to erebt the workmen’s dwellings on the land 
which would be exempt from taxation. 

Mr. Blanchard said, certainly not: there 
would not be room, ; 

Mr, Ashley said that an impression was 
abroad that a blast furnace in Canada would 
not pay, inasmuch as there was not sufficient 
demand for the products of such an industry. 
Therefore, a loan of $100,000 on the plant of 
such an industry would not be safe, and 
the ratepayers might not wish to vote in 
favor of the granting of the bonus antil they 
were perfectly satieficd wih regerd to the 
matter. 

Mr Blanchard said that a company of moni. 
ed men would hardly venture to place $400,- 
000 in an industry like the one proposed unless 
they were confident that it would pay. 

In reply to Mr. Wills, Mr, Blanchard said 
it was expected that pig iron could be manu- 
factured here for $15 a ton, 

After some further discussion, Ald. Dunnet 
said he, for one, thought the proposition of 
the company was reasonablo and liberal, and 
he was willing to close with them. 

Ald. Taylor expressed the eame opinion, 

Mr. Ashley asked who were the Directors 
of the Company? 

Mr. Blanchard said the Company was not 
regularly organized as yot. A few monied 
individusls, personal friends of his.own, had 
organized themselves together, as a nucleus 
of a regular company, avd when the concet- 
sions asked for from the city were obtained, 
the C.mpany would at once be organized. 

Tp reply to Mr Holden, Mr, Blanchard eaid 
that the capital stock of the Company would 
be put at $1,200,000-—-1,200 shares at $100 
per share, 7 

Mr. Blanchard said that there was eyidently 
4b erroneous opinion with respect to the firat 
mortgage bonds which were to be issued, 
Firat mortgage bonds tc the amount of $250,- 
000 would be issued when the Company was 
organized, and the $100,000 bonds which would 
bo given to the city would not give the city a 
firet lien on the Company's plant, but the city 
would be secured together with all those who 
purobased (!:o bonds. 

This statement took the majority of the 
Committee by eurprise, a it was genorally 
underatood that the $100,000 bonds which the 
city would receive from the Company would 
render the $100,000 debentures which the city 
would grant the Company of the same nature 
as aloan to the Company, with the whole 
plant as security. Spyeral members of the 
Committeo oxpressed their opinion that pre- 
ference bonds should be issued to the oity b 
the Company. , 

Mr. Blanchard explained that the system 
of issuing mortgage bonds, adopted by the 
company, was tho system adopted by all simi- 
lar companies in the United States, it was 
found that tho stock sold better when bonds 
wore issued, 

Mr, Holden said that the $100,000,worth of 
mortgage bonds issued to the oclty meant 
practically that the city would take stook in 
the company to that amount,

Mr, Whito (Hastiogs ) The Pillosrricd by 
my bon, friend Jat Sossion mado no provision 
for important pointe dealt with in tho pre- 
sent measure. Tho hon. gentleman frem 
Centro Wollington han given a good deal of 
attention to thin quostion, and it has done 
very muoh good in the country, Hy why 
should a farmer, though his mortgage io ovor- 
due, not have the right to go and pay the 
mortgagee excopt with additional .intereste 
The Chancellor of Ontario hi: ld the other day 
that there was nothing on tho Statote-book 
to compel the lender to accept payment of 
anch mortgage except with additional inter- 
ost. A gentleman in Nisgars, borrowed 
monoy at 10 per cont upon his farm, which he 
subsequently sold subject to such mortgage, 
but when the man who purchased went to the 
lender and tendored payment of the balance 
of the mortgage and interest to date, the 
lendor refased to accopt tho money except on 
payment of six months’ interest additional, 
oo the ground thst the’ mortgage was past 
due. The case went to the court, and it was 
held that the mortgagor was entitled to six 
months additional interest. Ifa mortgage 
overruns eight or ten months, why should the 
borrower bv compelled to pay thi» additional 
interest? Was it the duty of Parliament to 
make Jawa for the rich against the poor? The

Take Good Care of the Horses. 

If at work, thoy neod a rogular allowance 
of grain, If worked har 1, ton quarts of 
ground corn and oats mixed will not be too 
much, The hay may be cut and moistondd, 
and tho feed mixed with it. Such a ration is 
not over bulky, and contains sufficient nour. 
ishment to keop a working horpein good trim. 
At this ccascn tho coat begins to loosen, and 
tho skin is irritable. When much ao, it may 
be corrected by giving daily for a‘ week, en 
ounce of equal parts of Salphar and Crosm of 
Tartar. Good grooming with soft brush and 
blunt curry-comb is dooidedly usefal. Eve rys 
thing about the stable shouldbe kept neat 
and clean, as the warm weather approachor. 
‘Turn brood mares loose into a box stall as 
foaliog time approaches, Thoy should ro 
ooive gentle treatment, as this is likely to ine 
tluence tho disposition of the colt, —American 
Agriculturist for April. 


Where and How to Apply Fertuliz- 
ers, 


It is often diffioult to decide—for baro-yaad 
or atable manures,or for any artifioial fertiliz 
er—whoether to put it in the hill or broadosat 
it; and whother to apply it on the surface, or 
bury it deeply. Hore is a hint or two. If not 
strong onough to injaro the first tender rocte, 
8 little manure near at hand gives the plact a 
good nend off, like nourishing food to the 
young calf or othor animal; tlio. aftergrowth 
is much better if the young avimal or plant if 
is not dwarfed by imperfect avd insufficient 
diet. Therefore, drilling innocuous han: 
fertilizers in with the aced ia useful, as in 
putting some wellerotted manure or leached 
ashes into bills of corn, potatoes, indeed with 
all planted seede,—But there are good reasons 
for distributing mont of the manures or for: 
tilizors all through the soil, and as deeply as 
the plant roots can possibly penetrate, The 
growth and vigor of oll plants or cropa depend 
chiefly upon a good supply of strong roots 
that stretch ont, and thus gather food over 
tho widest extent of soil. If a flourishing 
stalk of corp, grain, or grass, be carefully 
washed, so as to leave all its roots or rootlets 
attached, there will be fyund s wonderful mass 
of hundreds and even thoueands of roosts to 
any plent,and they extend off a long distance, 
frequently several feet —the farther the better 
to collect more food and moisture. Put some 
mavure or fertilizer in place two feet away 
from a corn or potato hill, or from almost any 
plant, and a large mass of robta will go out in 
that direction. So if we mix manures.or for- 
tilizers well through the whole soil, they at- 
tract these food-seeking roots to a greater 
distance ; and they thus come in contact witn 
more of the food aready in the soil, and find 
more moisture in’ dry weather, A deeply 
stirred soil with manure at the bottom, de- 
volops water-pumping roots below tho reich 
of avy ordinary drouth, andthe crops keep 
right on growing—all the more rapidly 
on account of the helpful eun’e rays that 
would scorch a plant not reaching a deep 
moisture,— American Agriculturist for April, 


Test all Seeds Now-—Important. 


No one can, by mercly looking at them, 
positively tell whether any particular lots ot 
field, garden, or flower seeds have or havo not 
sufficient vitality of germ to start into vigor- 
ous growth, Yet it is a severe loss, oftens 
dieastrous one, t? go through with all the labor 
and expense of preparation and }lanting cr 
sowing, and find too late that the crop is lost 
because the seeds are defective, All this risk 
can be saved by a fow minutes’ timo all told, 
in making a preliminary test, and it should 
be done now, Nerae the seed is wanted, and 
in time to get other seed if necessary, While 
thore dre always circumstances affecting the 
vitality of seeds (often unobserved), the re- 
fnarkable season of 1881, and the unusual past 
winter woather have been likely to somewhat 
affect almost all kindé of reeds. They may 
not haye matured the germ; it may have been 
destroyed by heat or moisture ; minute insects 
may have, unobserved, punctured or eaten out 
the vital part of a considerable per centage, 

Srrpiz Test.—Seleot-from the whole mass 
of the seed, 100, or 50, or even 10 seeds, that 
will be a fair sample of ajl, ForJarger eeeds, 
as wheat, corp, oats, peas etc, take a thin, 
tough sod, aud scatter the counted seeds upon 
the earth side. Put upon the seeds another 
similar sod, earth sidedown, Set thie double 
sod by the warm side of the house or oShor 
bui'ding, or of a tight fence, moistening it oo- 
oasionally as needed. It very cold, cover, or 
remove tothe kitchen or cellar at night. 
The uppersod oan be lifted for observation 
when desirable, The swelling and starting of 
the sceds will in a few days, according to the 
kind, tell what proentage of them will grow. 
—A box of earth will anewor ivetead of sods, 
both for large and’small seede.—Small seeds 
of vegetables or flowers, and even larger ones, 
may be putinto moist cotton, to be kept 
slightly moist and placed in the sun or ina 
light warm room. For small sts of 
valuable flower seeds and the like, half a 
dozen will euffice for a trial test, —With any 
goed, for field or garden, however good, it is 
always very desirable and uerful tokuow ex- 
actly how meny or few are defective, and 
thus be able to decide how mach seed to ure 
onan acre, or other plot.—American Agri- 
culturist for April ‘

Seeding to Clover. 


Our best succoss has been in soattoring the 


seod over growing wheat, on a cool mornin 

early in April, when an inch depth of frost 
opens the ground in cracks into which the 
noed falls and in lightly covered by the thaw.

a broadcast sowing of ground plaster in May. 
So marked is this sometimes, that ono can

The 
clover starts into growth at once and atrong 
plants are quickly obtained. Tho chief dan- 
ger of delay is that tho still feebly rooted 
plants may be caught by dry, hot weather 
and killed, While plaster is » good top dres- 
sing for clover on most soils, if one’s own ex 
‘rience or that of his near neighbors does not 
indicate this, other light top-dressiogs may be 
ureful—some aclable fertilizer, as superphos- 
phate or muriate of potash. Clover responds 
to any attentions of this kind, and makes s 
good return in the mass of foliage and rich 
material it gathera from soil and air— material 
which, when ploughed in, richly prepares the 
soil for other crops.—American Agricullurlat

Customs’ Departmental Order. 


Mr, J, Johnston, Commissioner, Oustoms 
Department, has caused a ciroular to be issued 
to the following effeot : 

The Act repealiog the Acts by which a duty 
was imposed on promissory notes, &c., pro- 
vides ‘that all uoused stemps lawfully issued 
undor the said Acts or any of them for the 
payment of any duty hereby repealed, shall, 
efter tho said day (4th March, 1882,) and ta- 
til the 30bh day of Juno, 1882, be received at 
their coat to the holder thereof at the time of 
the .passing of this Aot, in payment of any 
money payable to Her Majesty for the public 
use of Canada.” 

You will accept bill stamps in payment of 
duties in accordance with the above provis- 
fon, having first satisfied yourself that the 
person tendering them was in posression of 
them on or before the 4th day of March in- 
stant. 

The prico which you will allow for the 
stamps will be the face value, less 5 per cent, 
to pereons who have a license to cell bill 
stamps, and to all others the faco value of the 
atamps, keeping the conditions of the preced- 
ing paragraph in view,

prosperity was largly duo to the National 
Policy, which gave contidence to capitalists 
and increased employment to the people.

The Countoss of Dudley, Mra, Cornwallis 
Wost, and Dirs. Langtry 


How they Appear in Public. 


A London letter thus describes the 
famous professional beauties as they appear 
in their carriages :—‘'Thon comes a double 
coupe.

eat is tho famous Countess Dudley, cele- 
brated forthe moment as a great beauty, 
though why she should ba a9 many are at 
loss to know.

The 
same criticism cannot be made in regard to 
Mra, Cornwallis West. Sho, passing in 
& nest brongham almost side by side 
with her rival Daodley, appsars in a tight- 
fitting costume of amber cloth, which is 
almost ton high in the neck, It may be 
that, despite her fresh, complexion, full 
lips, arid laughing oyes, there are ravages 
of time which she finds it well to conceal. 
For be it understood that sho, like the rest 
of what are rather profancly known as the 
‘professional beauties,” is not exactly in 
her teens. But upon this point even the 
quickest observer has no time to moralize 
or make theories: She passes out of sight 
like the rest, giving place atter a time to 
that most: attractive woman of them all— 
Mrs. Langtry. A characteristic English 
faceis heca—English, with a dash of Scotch 
in her violet blue eyes and red brown hair. 
Her. eyebrows are straight, strong, and 
regular; tho rest of her face as irregular 
as irrogularcan be. Not one feature in it, 
excepting always her eyes, could, taken 
singly, be called beautiful. Her nosé is 
positively bad—long, thin, slightly over- 
hanging, and essentially commonplace, 
Her mouth ia very large, and certainly not 
Buggestive either of a bent towards asceti- 
cism or of great power to resist temptation, 
while her chin and cheek bones are decid- 
edly angular and out of proportion. Yet 
none who see her can deny that she has a 
most charming, almost a bewitching face.” 


~Bncounter with a Lion. 


While Wileon’s circus and menagerie was 
encamped on the Wharf Reserve at Albury, 
near Melbourne, Australia, as there was 
considerable delay, and the weather was 
very hot, the outer shutters of the lions’ 
cage were removed, in order to give the 
animals as much air as possible, ‘I'he lions 
being thus exposed, a large crowd assem- 
bled to enjoy a cheap view of them, but as 
® precautionary measure two men attached 
to the circus were told off to watch the 
cage ; but in spiteof the warnings given 
John McPherson, a laborer, aged 40 years, 
residing at Albury, incautiously approached 
the cage, and beforethe men could pull 
him baok coolly put his right hand through 
the bars, apparently with the intention ot 
patting one ot the liotis, A circus at- 
tendant, named Borrow, who instantly saw 
the danger, called out te McPherson, and 
sprang forward to seize him and pull him 
back. Barrow, however, was too late, for 
the lion had with the quickness of light- 
ning pounced upon MoPherson’s arm, 
aud with such force that it was pulled off 
at the elbow, a large portion of the muacle 
above the elbow adhering to the lower 
joint, which was taken into the cage 
by the animal. The severed portion 
of the arm was then dropped by the lion, 
and the lioness at once picked it up and 
proceeded to devour it. Djerliny, the Liou 
King, however, was on the spot and boldly 
entered the cage with a crowbar, with 
which he freely belabored the beasts into a 
sillen subjection, and caused the lioness 
tu give up the portion of the limb, which 
was at once recovered and thrown out of 
the cage. Djerling’s conduct was considered 
most courageous, for both the lion and 
lioness were in a state of groat excitement 
when he entered the cage. in fhe mean- 
time MoPherson had without amoment’s 
delay been remoyed to the Albury Hospital, 
where the stump of thearm was promp\ly 
amputated at the shouldor, but thi shock 
was of such aterrible nature that at first 
the recovery of the patient was regarded 
as almost impossible. The next day, how- 
ever, he had to a considerable extent 
recovered from the shock to tho system,and 
was doing/as wellas could be expected. 
Being a man of fair constitution, hopos of 
his recovery were entertained. 


A Farmer's Hyvidence,

Sometime ago there was printed ao tabu- 
lated statement designed to show that the 
water in Lake Ontario is undergoing a gradual 
and permanent fall, whereby Toronto harbor 
is being damaged so that larger expenditures 
will be necessary to extend the dooks into 
deeper water. One of the causes assigned 
was deepening of the channel of the St Law- 
rence Riverat the Galops Rapids. Major 
MoFarland, of the United States Engiacere, 
Oswego, bocame greatly interested in the 
subject, and undertook an investigation,upon 
which reports of an exhaustive character have 
been made by Major MoFarland and Lieuten- 
ant- Colonel C, B, Comstock. The latter, in 
his report states the character, extent, and 
effect of the work by the Canadian Govern- 
ment at Galops Rapids. Forwarding 
his report to the Chief Engineer with 
his conclnsions, Major MoFarland mays 
shows that the lake was as low in 1846 
and 1848, thirty years before the Galops im- 
provéments were begun, as it was last yaar, 
and it is necessary to look somewhere else for 
an explanation of the phenomenon than to the 
rapids, The report shows that thé channel 
making through the Gelops Kapids is to be 
200 fect wide, with a depth of 16 feet on the 
upper bar and 17 feet on the lower bar. The 
hydraulic mean depth of this part of the chan- 
nel north of Gaslops Island is 10 feet. The 
mean slope of the river is that assumed by 
General Comstock—, 00002, but at the Galops 
Rapids it increases to .00185. The reduction 
of level of the water surface due to these di- 
mensions is but 44 inches at the lower bar, 
while at the upper bar it becomes impercepti- 
ble, and the improvement cannot possibly 
affect the level either of the Upper St. Law-

A Prejudiced Witness. 


The Globe thinks it ‘absolutely damna- 
tory of the N. P.” that Mr, Noxon, an In- 
gersoll manufacturer, said the tariff injured 
his business. Were Mr, Noxon’s assertion 
borne out bg the statements he made, and 
did a majority of other gentlemen in the 
same line of manufacture agree with him, 
there would be great force in what he says ; 
but he has been contradicted by many oth- 
ers in various parts of the country, and 
moreover he contradicts himself. He states 
that the increased duty adds to the price 
of some of his material, but that he makes 
the consumer pay this, Withal, his man- 
ufactures are cheaper than in 1878, . Thus, 
then, Mr. Noxon aoes not suffer.

A 
bookseller who imports books must pay 15 per 
cent., but ifadibrarian or school trustee im- 
ports them they come in free. 

How do the owners of private schools like 
the peoepect ® Books for public achools are to 
come in free, but books for private schools must 
pay 15 per cent. !

better, Ho is as bad as Tole Scare 


The above diatribe is totally without 
foundation, the purport of the alteration 
which has been made in the tariff being 
falsely stated.

Dominion of Canada, do not appear to have 
any quotation or to be in the market at all. 
What I think isan apparent~ want in this 
country is that Dominion debentures should 

placed in such a manner that capitalists 
would have on opportunity at all times to in- 
vest in the securities of thoir own country. 
1 will be told, I dare say, that they can do 
so now; if they can do ao it is by a very 
circuitous route ; they have to go to England 
to buy them and cot have to go there to cole 
lect theirinterest. The object of my motion 
is that some arrangements may bo made by 
which Dominion debentures shall be obtain- 
able here and the interest be made payable 
here at such places as they circulate in, 
What I mean by circulation ia that they ahall 
be obtained at tho offices of the Assistant Re- 
osiver General in each Province. It will nat 
add to tte expense of those offices and will be 
Very convenient to persons who may desire to 
obtain aclass of securities in which they have 
confidence, To my mind the world does not 
Erpeene a better security than Dominion de- 

enturer, The credit of the country is es- 
tablished beyond doubt; we have been en- 
abled to reduce tho rate of interest from 
time to time in the money market of 
the world, whore securities are closely 
scrutinized for purposes of investment. 
From year to year tho interest on our do- 
bentures has been reduced, and tha 
reason for that ia very obvious. Inthe first 
place we have always paid our interest, and 
we have always been able to meet our deben= 
tures when they became duo, Consequently, 
in the money market of the world the value of 
our debentures is well established. It must 
be evident to every one that the capital of 
this country has vastly increased withiu the 
last few years. We have only to look at the 
poblic accounts and the statements presented 
to Parliament, to sep that there is an enor- 
movs increase of wealth in Canada, This 
muet be apparent to hon, gentlemen here, who 
are well versed in this question, I am almost 
ashamed to present the figures, but atill every 
one has aot the came opportunity of seeing 
them ss hon. gentlemen who are within hear- 
ing of my voice, We find that on the l4th 
May, 1869. our paid up bank capital was 
$39,843,337 and on the 18th of the present 
month the paid up baok capital of the coun- 
try was $62,176,933, or an increase in twelve 
yeara of $31,334,696, I have no doubt that 
that capital is finding profitable investment. 
On looking a little further I find that the bank 
doposics, bearing interest, in the differert 
binks of the country on the 14th May, 1869, 
amounted to $22,496,624; deposits without 
interest, $14 534,404—or a total deposit of 
$37,031,028. On the 18th of the present 
month, I see by the returns just in, that the 
deposits in the banks of the country, bearing 
interest, have increased to $45,055,009, while 
deposits without interest have increased to 
$46,565,576, or a total of $92,620,535 of the 
people’s money deposited in the chartered 
banks of this country, This is a very great 
increase, but if we add to that the Post Office 
and Savings’ Bank deposits, we find that on 
the 30th June, 1881, they amounted to $6,- 
208,226, an increase over the previous year 
of $2,262,507. To this may be added Domin- 
ion stocks which have been issued to the do- 
potitors of the Post Office Savings’ Bank 
amounting to $2,431,900, or making tho total 
deporita of the people $101,260,711 5 an in« 
creato in twelve years of $64,229,682 of 
capital placed within the chartered banks 
anu in the Government Post Office Sav- 
ings’ Banks, That ie such oa vast increase 
that we must take warning, because I bo- 
lieve we have entered upon an era of great 
prosperity. We may ask how this prosperity 
arises: For a great numbor of years we have 
been engaged in clearing lands, building 
fence’, bridges, roade,- churches and school 
house; and other permanent improvement: 
that caused a groat outlay without giviog us 
an immediato return ; but for thy» last U or 
30 years the people have been reaping the 
reward of their industry and the capital that 
they invested in the early settlement of the 
country is beginning to yield them a profitable 
return, That to my mind accounte for it in 
some measure. Then, wo have this vast 
country inthe North-West, the extent of 
which and the future of which we oaa hardly 
conceive, Until now wo have hadno prairie 
land to offer to the sottler, Tho immigrant 
who come to us had to rough it in the woods, 
enduring great hardships and spending a lifo- 
time before reaping a fair return for his toil. 
But, now, those who como among us will go 
to the prairies and ina very fow yoars ovjoy 
a competence as the result oftheir labore 
think I am not visionary when I predict that 
the wealth of tho country will thus increase 
with great rapidity and beyond oor powers of 
caloulation. The future of the Dominion is, 
to my mind, highly satisfactofy, and will 
invite millions te the great North- West where 
by industry they can surround thomsolves 
with every comfort necessary to make life 
happy. 

Lot us now look at the growth of the revenue 
of this coantry. In 1868 it was $13,835,460 ; 
in 1881 it reached $29,638,975, showing in 
thirteon years the marvollous increase of $16,- 
803,515, Of course wiee legislation has had 
something todo with it; the people of thie 
country are allat work. A gontleman told 
mo just now that he bad six hundred girls 
working for him in one factory and that he 
paid $11,000 every month in wages. Wo aro 
socing efloota of thie wiso logislation in tho 
iporeasod deposits in our saving banks, ropro- 
sonting the profits of the laboring classes. On 
the 30th Juno, 1880, the amount deposited in 
tho Yost Office Saving Banks was $3,945,664; 
on tho 30th, Juno 1881, just ono yoar later, it 
was $6,208,226, an incroaso in one yoar of $2,- 
262,657. Now this roprotents the savings of 
artisans, Iaborera and othor#. All there facts 
show that it is nocossary to place within the 
reach of the public of this country deboatares 
which thoy oan invest in with some fooling of 
soourity. ‘Tho Post Office Savings’ Banke | 
aro safo enough, but my idea ia to give thom 
an inyestment which sha'l be irredoc mablo.

his invesatmoote. Thon, again, if any one 
wishes to make provision for some mombor 
of a family, those debontures would afford a 
desirable seourity. There aro helpless peo- 
ple in Cavada'as in overy othor country, and 
people whose duty it isto take care of them, 
and Parliament should give them an oppor- 
tunity to msko safe investments. We aro in- 
creasing in wealth enormously and there are 
benevolent people who may wish to aid useful 
and charitable institutions; in what way 
could they invent their donations so safely as 
in the debentures of this country? Almoet 
every country hasa publio debt, and the 
people who bear tho burden have an oppor- 
tunity to invest init, With us the caso is 
different ; it is exceedingly diflioult to ob- 
tsin Dominion debentures. It is only a 
day ortwo ago that o gentloman who, I 
should think, has every opportunity to 
be informed on this subject, said to me he 
was anxious about bis little family and 
felt the want of Diminion debentures in 
which to invest his means eo that the in- 
terest would be payable here, See how the 
French nation took up their national debt! 
L ok at the immense amount of money which 
the Franco German war cost them, and how, 
when their bouds were offered, the people took 
them up! I was reading to-day a statement 
showing that when the Government asked 
for 400,000,000 franca, they had offers to take 
up 1,000,000,000, and on another occasion 
when they ssked for 800,000,000 francs, the 
offer was 8,000,000,000,

Tho request of the Coun- 
oil was not granted, bit cn Act was passed 
providing that so soon as a suitable site’ for 
» hospital was procured the patent should be 
banded over to the municipality. (Mr, Bell 
hero read the Act.) It showed that the pro- 
perty was at that time owned by the Govern- 
ment; and that the Government was willing 
to give the property to the municipality to be 
used tor the establishment and maintenance 
of a general hospital, The. Act remained un- 
repealed, because rio bona fide acheme for the 
establishment of a general hospital had been 
promulgated, True, a few years ago a lot 
was bought by the town which was profes. 
scdly to be used for hospital purposes, and 
application was made for a patent of the old 
lot ; but the Government refused to recog. 
nize the claim, as the new lot was unsuitable 
for hospital purposes.

THE EMORY BAK TENDIR, 

Mr Mackopzio's motion was a recital of the 
statements of Menwrs Macdonald & Charlo. 
bois in respect to thelr tender for railway 
work between Kmory’s Bar and Port Moody, 
in British Columbia, and ending with a rex». 
lution that the House disapproves of the 
acceptance by the Government of the tender 
of Messrs. Onderdonk & Co Mr. Mackeu- 
zie’s chief comments upon the recital wero 
that it was the worst case he over knew in 
the history of Cauada, and that Sir Charlow 
Tupper had concealed the facts cf the case 
from his colleagues, It had been whispored 
round the corridors that Mr. Mackenz'e pro- 
posed to constitute himeelf the ‘*forlorn hope” 
ot the party, torescue it from the disgrace 
that had been hanging ovor it for weeks, bee 
cause it seemed afraid of the results if it 
undertook to back uy the attaoka of the Grit 
newspapers by an organized attaok in the 
Houre. Many thought that this was unlike. 
ly, because uo notice bad been given, a cus- 
hae courtesy inyMtiably observed. It 
turned out that these doubters’ had not 
gauged the depth of the meanness of the 
opponents cf the Government. Sir Charles 
Tupper rose cool and collected. The notice 
was only sent to him at ten o'clock, And it 
wae apparent that the purpose was to take 
him unawares and prevent any counter- 
amendment being prepared to appear 
on the record of Parlianont alongside of the 
oharges that had been formulated durin 
severaldays. Before Mr. Mackenzie resum 
his seat ho had managed to defeat himself in 
one important particalar. He had affirmed 
that Sir Charles Tupper had eettled the busi- 
ners without informing his colleagues. This 
it eeoms was they;lan adopted by Mr, Mac.

sum of the tender to be $2,999,735, and the 
amount catimated from the sohodule of privos, 
$5,025,391, « very close caloulation, 20 of tho 
otbors. Apply this to Macdonald & Obarlo- 
bois, and we find that while the lump sum of 
the tender was $2,277,000, the amount cati-

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


FOURTH SESSION FOURTH PARLIAMENT 
Wepnespay, Maroh 21 

In the House of Commons & lovg dis- 
cussion arose on the Bill introduced by 
Mr. Boaty, of ‘Toronto, to provide for the 
distribution of the estates of insolvent 
debtors. ‘Tho Bill was tinally read a first 
| time, as was also his Bill to provide for 
the discharge of insolvent debtors. 
| Mr. Bowoll introduced a bill to amend 
| the Act to provide for tho allowance of 

drawback on certain artiolos manufactured 
in Canada, and used by the Canada Pacific 
Railway Oompany. Under the present 
law the manufacturers of spikes, bolts, &e,, 
were allowed a drawback equal to the im- 
port duty payablo on such articles, if such 
articles, made in the country, wore aupplied 
to the Canada Pacific railway. It had been 
thought well, after full deliberation, to 
placo these manufacturers on the same foot- 
ing with respect to drawback as the manu- 
facturers of any other article, the raw 
material for which was admitted free. In 
other words, he proposed to change the 
law by making it read thatao drawback 
should be allowed on tho articles specified 
to be vsed in the construction of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway. The company would, 
however, haveto give a bond before the 
drawback was paid that the articles would 
be used on the railway. 

Mr. Blake hoped that the correspondence 
which had passed in tbis relaticn would be 
brought down at on early day. He con- 
sidered that the bill was of a nature neces- 
sitating its submission by resolution, 

Mr. Bowell explained that he followed 
the course of the Finance Minister when 
introducing the original measure last ses- 
sion, 

The motion was allowed to stand, and a 
notice and resolution on the subject will 
shortly be placed before the House. 

After receasa number of private Bills 
were advanced a stage. Mr, Cameron’s 
Bill to make incest a orime was thrown out 
in Uommitteo after a short discussion, Sir 
Heotor Langevin voting in favor of the 
motion. Mr, Cameron’s Bill to provide 
that persons charged with misdemeanors 
shall be competent as witnesses, was read a 
second time and referred to special com- 
mittee, together with Mr. McCarthy’s Bill 
to enable any person charged with an in- 
dictable offence to be admitted to give 
evidence in his own @ehalt. Mr. LIves’s 
Bill to increase the deposits of candi@ates 
in Dominion elections to $200, returnable 
under certain conditions, was read a second 
time,as was Mr. Macdonnell’s (Lanark) Bill 
to prevent frauds with notes by dealers 
in patent rights, The next item on the 
orders was resuming the debate on Mr. 
Wallace’s franchise motion, but Sir John 
Macdonald said it was too late to take it up 
and meved an adjournment, which was 
agreed to, and the House adjourned at 
10:26 p.m. 

In the Senate, Mr. Alexander moved his 
resolution demanding that the Government 
make arrangements to give the Senate 
more todo. He made an onslaught upon 
the existing condition of affairs. His mo- 
tion was supported by Senators Read and 
Haythorne, and opposed by Senator Flint 
and Sir Alexander Oampbell. Mr. Alexan- 
der received leave to withdraw his motion.

Market Fowls. 

There sooms to be a disposition on the part 
of many beginnors to.commence Taising poul- 
try for sale at fancy prices. Few of the hun | 
dreds who embark inthe bosinees make the 
marketing of fowls and eggs a speciality. 

Raising fowls for markes pays well whoro 
the facilities, location and other matters are 
favorable aud the business properly managed. 
Hundreds are making a good Wing by raising 
poultry for market, and we know of no do- 
moeatio stook that gives quicker and better rc- 
turns for the outlay expwoded. To be sure 
the profits are generally lessened or increased 
according to the skill orcare with which the 
business is conducted. One branch ia which 
mush improvement may be made by most 
poulterere, is that of fattening the fowls for 
market, Although the mode of fattening 
may seem casy, thero it aright acd a wrong 
way ; slong and ashort manner of accom- 
plishing the object desired. 

Fowls can be fattened readily and without 
muoh trouble, provided a little care is taken 
in the start. Our advice is to keep them con- 
stantly in high f-ed from the beginning until 
théy become fit for tho table, With but very 
little extra atteution their fleah will be jaicier 
and richer in flavor than those fattened from 
o low and emaciated state, and always com- 
smanding quick sales at the highest price in 
market. ‘There is nothing gaingd by keeping 
Bny kind of live stock in a r condition, 
Feeding well as positive e20nomy as eyery 
observant stockbreeder knows. When an 
animal is in a high atate of flesh and condition 
he consumes less food than if kept in a half- 
starved state. Itisthe same with poultry, 
judicious feeding, of the proper amount and 
quality of food, for the production of eggs and 

sh wherein lies the breeder's success, —Poul-

Experiment with Bnsilage 
“The Nineteenth Bulletin of the New Jersey 
Experiment Station contains eome new and 
important facts in regard to ensilage, Ana- 
lyses have been made of the green fodder as 
put into the silo, of dried fodder msde in the 
ordinary manner from the same corn, and of 
the ensilage ; it is shown thereby that in the 
process of field curing each ton of the green 
fodder lost, bésides the water that evaporated, 
86 pounds of its dry ‘substanoe, while each 
ton put rato the silo lost 90 pounds, and that 
this loss fell, as bas hitherto been tu 
on the comparatively cheap carbohydrates. 
Thus the objection to ensilage of corn fodder, 
made by some writers, that it involves a seri- 
ous loss of fodder substance by the fermenta- 
tion, is left with but little to stand on; aloss 
of only 90 pounds in 2,000, and of only four 
ne more than is lost when the fodder is 
eld-cured, may easily be balanced by a small 
part of tho advantages so widely olaimed for 
ensilage by moat of those who have tried the 
pros Experiments at the station in feed- 
og dried fodder and ensilage showed that 
when the former is cut and crushed in a pro- 
per manner (and doubtless at no greater «x- 
pense for this preparation than is laid out in 
cutting the green fodder before it gees into 
the silo), it is eaten as readily and with as 
little waste as the ensilaged corn. With milch 
oows, in some trials, the © gave a great- 
ér yield of milk than did the field-cured fod- 
der, but the difference in favor of ensilage was 
by no means ao great as some have made it 
out to be by their own experience,

He bad always intended 
recommending an outlay for the purpose, as 
soon as the inances of the country would 
admit, and for which a sum had been placed 
in the estimates, He said he took up the 
subject with his engineers and gent one of the 
ablest men in the employ of the Government. 
to make a report, so. that the country woald 
receive the bencfit ‘at as carly a-date as 
possible. Tho epgineer’s report Was eubmit- 
ted to Mr. Page, Chief Engineer, and the. 
Government. was now waiting for Mr. Page's
